We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our twenty-fourth annual Report under the 
Statute 35 & 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “ The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” relating to our proceedings up to 
the end of March, 1896. 


1. Poor Relief. 

We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
tables in previous annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns 
which we have received from the Clerks of Unions showing, 
respectively, the number of persons in workhouses, the number 
, maintained from the Poor Rate in hospitals and other public 
institutions, and the number in receipt of out-door relief at the 
close of each week from the week ended the 16th of March, 
1895, to the week ended the 14th of March, 1890, both included ; 
and we annex, as usual, two diagrams* in illustration of the 
fluctuations which have occurred in the number of workhouse 
inmates and the number of persons in receipt of out-door 
relief, respectively, during the weeks embraced in the follow- 
ing statement and those included in eaeh of the six preceding 
years,

under the Act 11 and 12 Vie., cap. 25, hereafter referred to ; also 
the pev-centage of these average daily numbers on the estimated 
population of the country, during each of the sevon years included 
in the diagrams referred to on page 1.

ft. In our last annual Report wo mentioned that from March, 
1894, to March, 1S95, there had been an increase in the average 
daily number of persons relieved in the workhouses, and a 
decrease in the average daily number of those who received 
ont-door relief as compared with the numbers relieved in the 
preceding year, 
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Relief of did rede. 5 

We have now to report that the returns for the weeks 
included in the statement on pages 2 and. 3 show that the daily 
average numbers relieved from March, 1895, to March, 1895, in 
and out of the workhouses were less than in the year dealt with in 
our last Report. The average daily number iu the workhouses 
was 40,2l)S, in public institutions and the two District Schools 
1,358, and on out-door relief 56,019, making a total of 98,183, 
which is less by 1,512 than the total average daily number 
relieved in the preceding year, and is also less than the daily 
average during any of the years given in the foregoing tables. 

The population of Ireland, as estimated by the Registrar- 
General, was 4,571,807 in the middle of 1895, and, taking this 
as the basis of calculation, the average daily number relieved 
from March, 1895, to March, 1895, amounted to one in every 45 
persons, or 214 per cent, of the population, being ’91 per cent, 
for in-door relief, and 1'23 per cent, for out-door relief. The 
greatest number relieved at any one time during the period was 
107,041 (on the 10th of March, 1895), and this represents 1 in 
42 of the population, or 2 35 per cent. 


4. Exceptional Out-Door Relief during the 
DISTRESS OF 1894-95. 

The daily average number on out-door relief in all Ireland 
throughout the year ended in March, 1890, taken as a whole 
was, as has been observed above, less than in the preceding 
year, hut during the first half of the year mentioned the daily 
average number in receipt of out-door relief amounted to 5S.899 
persons, which exceeds the yearly daily average by 2,280. 
During this portion of the year the distress referred to in our 
last Annual Report as having been occasioned by the partial 
failure of the potato crop of 1894 continued in the western 
unions, and twenty -six Boards of Guardians availed themselves 
of the exceptional powers which we conferred on them, in 
anticipation of legislation on the subject, by affording out-door 
relief to destitute landholders for whom employment could not 
he provided on the relief works which were instituted to meet 
the distress. The Bill introduced by Government, to which wo 
alluded in our last Report, and which authorized the extension 
of out-door relief to such persons, received the Royal Assent on 
the 8th of July last (58 and 59 Vic., cap. 22). This enactment 
sanctioned the proceedings which had been taken to meet the 
distress, and we were empowered by Section 1 to authorize 
Boards of Guardians to afford exceptional out-door relief “at any 
time before the first of September, 1895.” All such relief had 
practically ceased, however, at that date, and the weekly returns 
of the numbers relieved showed that destitution had then resumed 
its normal proportions.

5. Management oe Workhouses, 

During the past year our Inspectors reported to us that many 
important improvements had been effected in the condition and 
management of workhouses which have added materially to the 
comfort of the inmates. 

The financial condition of many of the unions situated in the 
poorer districts, and the difficulty of levying increased rates 
therein, preclude the Guardians of these unions from placing 
the workhouses and hospitals . under their charge upon the 
same level as regards comfort and equipment as the modem 
hospitals with which they have been to their disadvantage so 
frequently contrasted. While, therefore, it is our invariable prac- 
tice to use every effort to persuade Boards of Guardians to adopt 
■any reforms or improvements which will tend to lengthen the 
’lives of the aged poor and add to the eomfort of the sick we are 
hound in dealing with the Guardians of the western unions to 
keep the difficulties they encounter in their financial adminis' 
■tration constantly before us. 
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Seed Supply Acts. 


Copies of circulars we have issued upon the subject of nursing 
in workhouse hospitals are printed in the Appendix,* and we 
are happy to be able to report that many Boards of Guardians 
have been led to see the propriety of increasing the number of 
nurses by the appointment of assistant nurses for night duty. 

G. Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1S95. 

In paragraph 5 of our last Annual Report we referred to the 
steps which had beeu taken up to the 31st of March, 1895, for 
the purpose of providing seed potatoes in certain Unions to be 
sold to occupiers and cultivators of land who were unable through 
poverty to procure a supply for themselves. 

We print in the Appendix! a statement showing the amount 
of loan for which sanction was obtained by the Guardians of each 
Union in which the provisions of the Seed Potatoes Supply Act, 
1895, were adopted, the quantity of seed distributed, the number 
of persons who received it, and the total expenditure incurred by 
the Guardians concerned. 

From this statement it will be seen that we approved of loans 
to the amount of £62,264, being advanced under the Act to the 
Guardians of 05 Unions for the purpose of providing seed for 
sale to such occupiers and cultivators of land therein as were 
considered by the Guardians to require it. The amount pro- 
duced by the sale of seed for cash payments, on which an 
abatement of one-fifth of the price was allowed, was £97S, and 
this sum was remitted to the Board of Works, as well as the 
balances of loans remaining unexpended, and the sums realized 
in respect of surplus seed, leaving the actual net amount duo to 
the State £53,316. 

The seed was distributed among 43,107 occupiers of land, and 
cultivators or con-acre tenants, and the quantity distributed 
exceeded 8,S20 tons. The expenditure incurred in connection 
with the purchase, carriage, storage, &e., of seed as charged against 
the loans under the provisions of the Act amounted to £54,8,37. 

Wc are happy to bo able to report, as the result of inquiries 
which we instituted, that the crops raised from the seed sold 
under the provisions of the Act were, in general, satisfactory. 
A statement prepared from the reports we have received on this 
subject will be found in the Appendix.! 

Under section 6 of the Act, special rates have been made on 
the purchasers of seed in the Unions referred to to meet the 
payment to the Board of Works of the first instalment of the 
loans which will fall due on the 1st of August next 

7. Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Acts, 1890 and 1891. 

As mentioned in previous Annual Reports these Acts were put 
into operation in 1 10 Unions, and the sum which became due 
to the State in respect of loans advanced for the benefit of 
Electoral Divisions therein amounted to £240,405.

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Seed Supply Ads. 


At tlie date of our last Report the payments made on account 
of this indebtedness amounted to £237,888, which left £2,517 
due by three Unions. These three Unions still remain indebted 
to the extent of £1,402. 


8. Seed Supply (Ireland) Act, 18S0. 

The total amount which ultimately became due on account of 
the loans advanced under this Act to the Boards of Guardians 
of 153 Unions was £598,306, of which there has been repaid 
£586,849, — nine Unions owing £11,457 at the date of this 
Report. 


9. Numbees relieved. 

The following table shows the numbers of persons in work- 
houses and in receipt of out-door relief at the close of the last 
week of each month from April, 1895, to March, 1S9G, compared 
with the numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous 
year.

The night-lodgers relieved during the weeks of 1895-96, given 
above, varied from 2,444 in the week ended the 29th of June, to 
4,601 in the weekended the 14 th of March last, the average being 
3,564. This weekly average number was an increase of 124 on 
the weekly average of the previous corresponding period. , 
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Deaths in Workhouses. 


15. As part of the statistics which are brought up very nearly 
to the date of this Report, the following table exhibits in tho 
accustomed form : — 


A Classification of the causes of death in workhouses during each period of 
four weeks from the week ended on the 9th of March, 1895, to that ended 
on the 28th of March, 1896. 



The. total number of deaths in the workhouses diiring ' the 
period- of fifty-six weeks comprised in the above table Was 9,772, 
which is a decrease of 965 on the number in the corresponding 
period of 1894-95. This decrease occurred principally during the 
first three months of the present year, as will be seen by 
the table, and is no doubt attributable to the mildness of the 
weather during that time compared with the severity of the 
corresponding quarter of 1895. 
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The deaths hy small pox amounted to 9, as against 12 in the 
previous corresponding period, those by fever numbered 240, as 
against 265, and those by lung disease 1,783, as against 2,065. 


16. ORPHANS and deserted CHILDREN. 

The number of orphans and deserted children out at nurse 
from the workhouses in Ireland under the provisions of the Act 
39 and 40 Vic., c. 3S, on the 28th of March last was 2,126, being 
a decrease of 88 on the number at the corresponding date in 
the year 1895. 

17. Invalid Foundlings. 

In paragraph 16 of our last Annual Beport we referred to the 
survivors of the Invalid Foundlingswho, before the introduction of 
the Poor Law system to this country in 1838, had been main- 
tained as nurse children on the revenues of the Dublin Foundling 
Hospital but are now maintained by means of a grant annually 
voted by Parliament. There were, at the date of the Report 
above alluded to, 16 of these invalids. It will be seen from the 
last report furnished to us by Mr. D. J. MacSheaban, bur Assistant 
Secretary, by whom the duty of inspecting these invalids and 
reporting upon their condition from time to time is performed, 
that the number has since been reduced, by death, to 15. The 
report referred to is printed in the Appendix.* 


18. Emigration. 

We now continue the series of emigration statistics hy repeat- 
ing, with one additional year, the table showing the number of 
persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Belief Acts and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for forty-six years 
ended on the 25th of March last.

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19. Amalgamation of Unions. 

Since the date of our last Report we received from our 
Inspector, Major Ruttledge-Eair, reports of Inquiries held by 
him respecting the proposed dissolution of the Ballymahon and 
Glennamaddy Unions; we also received applications from the 
Boards of Guardians of Kilmactbomas and Millstreet Unions for 
the dissolution of those Unions, respectively, and the amalgama- 
tion of the Electoral Divisions comprised therein with other 
Unions adjoining. Our final decision has not yet been arrived 
at in these cases. We are aware that the Government have 
under consideration the propriety of adopting an extended 
scheme of amalgamation in connection with an improved system 
of classification of paupers in Irish workhouses, and, in view of 
this fact, we have deemed it expedient to postpone taking action 
in individual cases for the present, in order that the amalgamation 
of the Unions concerned and the utilization of the workhouse 
buildings might be dealt with in any general scheme that may 
hereafter be adopted. 


20. Dissolution of Boards of Guardians. 


In paragraph 19 of our last Report we mentioned that wo 
had dissolved the Board of Guardians of the Killamey Union and 
appointed paid officers in their stead. We have now to report 
that Guardians were elected for that Union at the general election 
of Guardians in the month of March last. 

During the past year we deemed it necessary to dissolve the 
Board of Guardians of Athlone Union, in pursuance of the powers 
vested in us by the 18fch Section of the Poor Relief (Ireland) 
Act, 1847, and to place the management of that Union in the 
hands of paid officers. The letter assigning our reason for doing 
so will be found in the Appendix*. Guardians were elected for 
this Union also at the general election of Guardians in March 
last, and, at the present time, there is not any Union under the 
management of paid officera 


21. District Schools. 


The number of children maintained in the two District 
Schools established under the provisions of Section 2 of the Act 
11 and 12 Tic., cap. 25, at Trim in the County of Meath, and 
Glin in the County of Limerick, by the Boards of Guardians of 
the respective contributory Unions, during the weeks of the year 
1895-6, are given in the table on page 3. On the 21st of March' 
last, the number in Trim School was 186, of whom 33 were 
from Trim, 59 from Drogheda, 39 from Navan, 31 from Kells, 
and 24 from Dunshaughlrn.

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Financial condition of Unions. 

It will thus I>e seen that while the total expenditure for poor 
relief, medical relief, burial-grounds, sanitary .measures, super- 
annuation, payments under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) 
Act, payments under the National School Teachers Act, and 
all other purposes was, in 1894, £1,420,215, the expenditure in 
1895 was £1,445,567. These sums include expenditure defrayed 
from loans to the amount of £122,685 in the former year and 
£120,267 in the latter, so that the actual expenditure from Poor 
fate and the ordinary receipts of Boards of Guardians in 1894 
amounted to £1,297,530 and in 1895 to £1,325,300. 


24. Financial condition of Unions. 

I . — Assets and liabilities. 

A statement showing the assets and liabilities of each of the 
159 unions at the close of the last financial year, exclusive of 
the receipt and expenditure of loans, is printed in the Appendix.* 
In 134 unions the financial year ends on the 29th of September, 
in 17 on the 25th of March, and in the remaining 8 on various 
other dates, as set forth in the statement. 

The following summary shows for each Province the number 
of unions in which the assets exceeded the liabilities at the close 
of the financial year, and the number in which the liabilities 
exceeded the assets, together with the amount of the excess in 
each case. As regards some of the eases in which the liabilities 
exceeded the assets we have been furnished by the Clerks of the 
unions with explanations to the effect that the rates made for 
the year’s expenditure proved insufficient, and that the deficiency 
is provided for in the' rates at present in course of collection.

The amount for salaries under the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
namely, £16,290 9s. Id, is more by £397 19s. Id than the 
amount during the previous year. 

II— Grant under Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) 
Act, 1888. 

The amount paid to Boards of Guardians and Road Authori- 
ties, in Ireland under the above-mentioned Act in respect of 
the year ended the 31st of March, 1895, was £185,432 5s. lOd,

It is enacted by section 3 of the Probate Duties (Scotland and 
Ireland) Act, 1888, that, until otherwise provided by Parliament, 
after the deduction of £5,000 payable to the Royal Dublin 
Society, the balance of the probate duty grant annually dis- 
tributable in Ireland shall be divided equally between Boards of 
Guardians of Poor Law Unions and Road Authorities. Under 
section 5 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, this grant 
forms part of the Guarantee Fund therein provided for, and the 
inequality in the sums paid to Boards of Guardians and Road 
Authorities, as shown above, is accounted for by. the fact that 
deductions were made from the grant for the purposes of the 
fund mentioned, in pursuance of regulations framed under section 
6 of the Act. 

Schedules of the sums paid to Boards of Guardians and to Road 
Authorities in respect of the grant for the year named above, 
are printed in the Appendix.* 


III.— Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890. 

Under section 3 (i.) of the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) 
Act, 1890, a sum of £78,000 is paid from the customs and excise 
duties annually to the Commissioners of National Education 
to be distributed for the benefit of the several national schools 
in Ireland, and by sub-section 6 it is provided that in the case 
pf every national school in a union which is a contributory union 

? See pages 117 to 120, 
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as defined by the National School Teachers’ (Ireland) Aet, 1875, 
the sum to be distributed shall be paid to tho guardians of such 
union, to be applied in aid of the poor rate (sub-section c). 

The contributory unions are set forth in the schedule to our 
General Order of the 20th of May, 1895, which is printed in the 
Appendix,* and the sums paid out of the customs and excise 
duties, as above referred to, to the guardians of the 25 
unions named in the schedule, on account of the financial year 
ended the 31st of March, 1895, amounted to £16,225 16s. 


IV. — Rates on Government propertv. 

The accounts of the Unions for the year ended the 29th of 
September last show that the sums received by Boards of 
Guardians from the Treasury as rates on Government property 
amounted -to £9,705. These receipts are included under the 
head of “ other receipts ” in the table Appendix D, No. 1, part 1. 


26, MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT. 

(14 and 15 Vic., cap. 68.) 

We next submit to your Excellency a report of the pro- 
ceedings under this Act for the year ended the 30th of Septem- 
ber, 1895. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of cases in which medical relief was afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act during each of the last twelve 
years ended on the 30th of September, for each Province and for 
the whole of Ireland. 

Compared with the year ended in 1894 it will be seen that 
last year there was in Ulster and Leinster an increase, and in 
Munster and Connaught a decrease, in the number of cases pre- 
scribed for at the dispensaries, while as regards the cases treated 
at home there was an increase in Ulster, and a decrease in the 
other Provinces. 

The net increase in the number of cases treated at dispensaries 
was 3,514, and the net decrease in the number attended at 
home 8,887, making a total decrease of 5,373 in the number of 
cases in which medical relief was afforded by the medical officers 
of Dispensary Districts.

28. Vaccination in Workhouses. 

The number of cases of vaccination and re-vaccination per- 
formed in workhouses during the same year was 8,293, as against 
J,217 in 1894 — an increase of 7,076. 


29. Vaccine Department of the Local Government 
Board. 

During the year ended the 31st of March last, 2,647 applica- 
tions for lymph were received from medical officers of work- 
houses, dispensaries, and other public institutions, from military 
medical officers, and from private practitioners, and 15,054 points, 
and 3,243 tubes charged with lymph were distributed. During 
the same period 1,339 vaccinations and re-vaccinations were per- 
formed at the stations in Sackville-street and York-street, Dublin. 


30. Small-Pox. 

When dealing with the subject of small-pox last year wo 
published in the Appendix detailed reports from our Medical 
Inspectors concerning the extent of the disease in their several 
districts. Small pox has since disappeared from the Provinces of 
Ulster, Munster, and Connaught, but in tlia Province of Leinster 
cases still continue to occur in Dublin and its immediate neighbour- 
hood. Prom the outset the Metropolis has suffered more severely 
than any other part of Ireland. At the date of our last Eeport 
there were 53 eases under treatment in the Dublin Hospitals, 
and eases were admitted from week to week up to the close of 
the year 1895. Since the beginning of the current year the 
number of admissions has diminished, and during the ten weeks 
preceding the 31st of March no death from small-pox was 
recorded. .

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32. Scarlet Fever. 

There were 2,251 oases of scarlet fever treated by medical 
officers of dispensary districts in 1895 as compared with 3,034 
cases in 1894, being a decrease of 783. 

. 33. Infectious Disease (Notification) Act, 1889. 

This Act extends to any Urban or Rural Sanitary District 
after its ■ adoption therein. The Authority of any such 
District may adopt the Act by a resolution passed after special 
notice to each member. The resolution, when adopted, must be 
duly published for at least a month before it can come into 
operation, and a copy must be forwarded to us. The Act pro- 
vides that where an inmate of any building used for human 
habitation within a district in which it has been adopted is 
suffering from an infectious disease to which the Act applies, 
unless such building is a hospital in which persons suffering from 
an infectious disease are received, notice shall be sent to the 
Medical Officer of Health of the District, or, in default, the per- 
son by whom the notice should be given, as required by the Act, 
is liable to a penalty. The infectious diseases to which the Act 
applies are named in Section 6, but Sanitary Authorities are 
empowered, by Section 7, to order, by resolution, that the Act 
shall apply, within their respective districts, to other infectious 
diseases; any such order, or any revocation or variation thereof, 
must receive our approval. 

Up to the end of the year 1895, 22 Rural and 11 Urban Sanitary 
Authorities had adopted the provisions of the Act, and, during 
that year, 333 and 3,828 cases of infectious disease were notified 
in the Rural and Urban Districts referred to, respectively. A 
table showing the number of cases notified in each of these Dis- 
tricts will he found in the Appendix.*

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Medical Charities, <£c., Expenditure. 

The following table shows, more in detail and under the usual 
heads, the expenditure for the two years ended the 29th of Sep- 
tember, 1894 and 1895, respectively, and it will he seen that the 
increase of £10,297 in the expenditure during the latter year was 
almost entirely due to the increase iu the amount of fees paid to 
medical officers for vaccination during the outbreak of small-pox, 
already referred to in paragraph 30. The fees paid for vaccination 
in 1895 amounted to £18,512 as against £8,409 in 1894, being 
an increase of £10,043. The second table on page 25 shows 
that the number of eases of re-vaccination performed in 1895 
exceeded the number in 1894 by 81,745— the increase in the 
amount of fees paid in 1895 was therefore caused by re-vaccina- 
tion.

Details were given therein of the operations in 
regard to sewerage and water-supply under the provisions of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, in continuation of the detail of 
proceedings under the Act of 1874 ; the extent of those operations 
is still in some degree measured in rural sanitary districts by the 
number of the Ordei-s under seal fixing the areas of charge, and 
the loans borrowed for these purposes through the' Public Works 
Commissioners,

41. Technical Instruction Act, 1889. 

This Act provides that rural and urban sanitary authorities 
may supply, or aid the supply of, technical or manual instruction 
out of the local rate — which, in the case of rural authorities, is 
defined to he the rate out of which special expenses under tho 
Public Health (Ireland) Act,' 1878, are payable. Where rural 
authorities take advantage of the Act, we declare the area of 
charge for any expenses which may be incurred by them for the 
purpose; and we have already — by Orders under Seal bearing 
date, respectively, the 26th of February, 1894, 7th of June, 1894, 
and 27th of February, 1896 — declared areas of charge for such 
expenses in the Galway, Gorfc, and Claremorris Unions. 

The expenditure incurred under the Act in the first-named 
Union during the year ended the 29th of September last amounted 
to £182 Is. 9d as against £285 10s. in the previous year. In 
Gort Union the expenditure in the year ended the 29th of Sep- 
tember, 1894, amounted to £173 13s. Id, being £5 Us. 5 d. less 
than the sum produced by a rate of Iti in the £, and this last- 
named amount with a grant of £146 3s. 7 cl. made by the 
Department of Science and Art provided for the expenditure 
during 1895. The Order determining the area of charge for 
expenses under the Act in Claremorris Union was, as will be 
observed above, issued in February last. 

42. Post Office Act, 1891. 

Tbis Statute enables rural sanitary authorities to assist in the 
provision of postal or telegraphic facilities for contributory places 
within their districts by undertaking to pay to the Postmaster- 
General any loss be may sustain in providing such facilities — 
the costs of the undertakings being chargeable as special expenses 
on the contributory places concerned. 

The Act has already been availed of by the Athlone, 
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Loans.

44. Labourers Acts. 

It will be seen from paragraph 45 of our last Report that up 
to the 31st March, 1895, the total number of cottages which had 
been authorized to be provided under these Acte was 14,063. 
During the past year this number has been increased by 768, 
the total number now finally sanctioned being 14,831. We have, 
in addition, made provisional orders for 506 houses, but these 
orders are either not yet absolute or are awaiting confirmation by 
Orders in Council. 


During the twelve months ended the 31st March, 1S96, we 
received petitions for confirmation of improvement schemes from 
18 Unions, the number of bouses proposed to be provided there- 
by being 640 ; and during the same period twenty -six local 
inquiries were held by our inspectors into applications embracing 
854 houses, 273 of these being included in applications which 
remained undisposed of at the close of the previous year. The 
number remaining over this year for inquiry is only 59. 


In our last Report we referred to certain cases in which Boards 
of Guardians had declined to make improvement schemes under 
the Acts, and we have now to state that as the result of Inquiries 
which we directed to he held into complaints made to us in pur- 
suance of Section 4 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891, the 
Boards of Guardians of Londonderry, Magherafelt, and Rathdown 
Unions have themselves made improvement schemes, and the 
Boards of Guardians of Lisnaskea and Omagh Unions are taking 
steps with a like object. The following are the Unions in which, 
up to the date of this Report, an Inspector has been appointed 
to carry out the Acts, viz. : — Cootehill, Strabane, Stranorlar, and 
Castleblayney. 


The following table shows the unions from which petitions 
for confirmation of improvement schemes were received by ns 
from the inception of these Acts up to the 31st of March, 1896, the 
number of houses applied for in each case, the number finally 
authorized up to that date, the number sanctioned by orders 
which have not yet become absolute, and the number included 
in applications which remain to be disposed of. The amounts of 
the loans sanctioned by the Treasury for the purposes of the Acts

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In addition to the foregoing, a scheme has been sanctioned 
during the past year in the case of the Omagh Union, by which 
it is proposed to acquire a tract of land consisting of 6 acres 1 
rood and 25 perches (statute measure), to bo parcelled out into 
allotments to be let to agricultural labourers living in the village 
of Beragh. A loan of £240 has been granted for the purposes of 
the scheme. 

Following the course adopted in previous Reports, we 
now give tables showing what has been done by sanitary 
authorities under the improvement schemes authorized, and 
what is proposed to be done under further improvement schemes. 

Table A shows that out of the 14,831 houses authorized, 11,469 
have been provided, of which 11,425 are actually let, and that 
1,03S others are at present in progress or contracted for. The 
aggregate monthly rent of the cottages built in each union and 
the amount of such rent in arrear are also shown. 

Table B shows that further improvement schemes have been or 
are about to be submitted to us, proposing to provide 1,383 new 
cottages, and 530 additional half-acre allotments to cottages already 
sanctioned. The estimated cost of those schemes is £196,494.

Sousing of the Working Classes Acts. 


45. Housing or the Working Classes Acts, 1890 and 1893. 

A Provisional Order applied for by the Blackrock Township 
Commissioners to confirm an Improvement Scheme made by 
them under Part I. of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 
1890, in respect of an unhealthy area described as "Harris’s and 
Mooney’s Area,” was made by us on the 18th of April, 1895, and 
has been duly confirmed by Parliament, 

The Dublin Urban Sanitary Authority have been granted a 
loan of £63,000 for the purpose of providing Working Class 
Lodging Houses in the District of Bride-street and Nicholas- 
street; compulsory powers to take the necessary lands having been 
given by a Provisional Order made on the 4th of May, 1894, which 
was duly confirmed by Parliament. The other Local Authorities 
who have obtained loans for Working Class Lodging Houses are, 
Pembroke Urban Sanitary Authority, £13,000, of which £1,000 
is for the formation of the necessary roads, sewerage, &c., in 
connexion with the proposed Scheme ; Kells Urban Sanitary 
Authority, £3,000; Wicklow Urban Sanitary Authority, £1,700 ; 
the Town Commissioners of Longford, £5,700; the Town Com- 
missioners of Middleton, £8,250 ; and tho Town Commissioners 
of Skibbereen, £1,100. These sums added to £132,430 16s., 
mentioned under this head in our last Report, make the total 
amount of the loans sanctioned for the erection of houses for 
the working classes residing in towns, £223,180 16s. 


46. Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854. 

We have given our consent to the extension of the boundaries 
of the Town of Holywood in pursuance of section 6 of the above- 
mentioned Act. 

Application has been made by certain inhabitants of the Towns 
of Bantry and of Tramore, respectively, to have the provisions of 
the Act carried into effect in these places, and in each case the 
question is under consideration. 


47. Audit of Accounts. 

In addition to the accounts of the receipts and expenditure of 
Boards of Guardians, particulars of which are summarized on 
page 19. and given in detail in the Appendix,* the accounts of 
the undermentioned bodies were, as usual, audited by our 
Auditors during the year, pursuant to Statute : —

The returns of local taxation in Ireland annually presented 
by us to Parliament, contain particulars of the receipts and 
expenditure of Grand Juries, and of the governing bodies of 
Towns ; and the receipts and expenditure of the Governors of 
lunatic asylums will be found in the annual reports of the In- 
spectors of lunatics. 

The accounts of Educational Endowments, for the manage- 
ment of which schemes have been framed under the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, are also audited by an officer 
of our department, excepting in some cases where we approve 
of the appointment of local auditors. 


48. Departmental Arrangements. 

In our last report we referred to the fact that it had become 
necessary to appoint three temporary Inspectors, viz. : — Dr. D. 
Edgar Flinn, Mr. D. O’C. Donelan, and Dr. F. R. O’Grady, in 
consequence of the increased duties devolving on our permanent 
Inspectors by reason of distress in the west of Ireland. The 
services of these temporary Inspectors were retained until the 
end of July, 1895. 

One of our auditors, Mr. W. M'Dermott, having resigned 
during the past year, his place has been filled by the appointment 
of Mr. 0. D. Barry.

No. 1 .— Order Fixing the Daily Rate of Payment for the 
Maintenance of Children in the District School at 
Gun. 

To the Guardians of the Pooh of the Unions of Crooji, Ejlmallook, 
Limerick, Listowed, Newcastle and Rathkeale ; and to all 
other persons whom it may concern. 

Whereas by an Order under our Seal, bearing date the Twenty- 
seventh. day of February, 1893, and addressed to the Guardians of the 
Poor of the Unions of Groom, Kilmallock, Limerick, Listowel, New- 
castle, and Rathkeale, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
have declared the said Unions to be combined for the maintenance and 
education of children not above the age of fifteen years, being inmates 
of the Workhouses of the said Unions, respectively, and We have 
authorized the Guardians of the said Unions, respectively, as and when 
they may see fit, to send to a School (hereinafter referred to as the 
School) to be established for the purpose of the maintenance and education 
of such children, all such children not above the age of fifteen years as 
may be admitted to the Workhouses of the said Unions, respectively, 
and to charge the cost of so sending and removing such children to the 
Electoral Division or to the Union at large, as the case may be, to which 
relief afforded to such children would by law be chargeable : 

And Whereas by our said Order We have amongst other things 
further ordered and directed that a Board of Management (hereinafter 
referred to as the Board of Management) be established for the conduct 
of the School ; and that for each child belonging to the said Unions, 
respectively, who may be sent to the School, a certain sum per diem, to 
he paid and regulated from time to time in such manner as We shall 
direct, shall be paid to the Board of Management on account of the 
maintenance of such child in the School, and that such sum, and al 
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otter expenses incurred in reference to such child individually, shall be 
debited to the Electoral Division, or Union, as the case may be, to which 
relief afforded to such child would by law be chargeable : 

Anti Whereas it seems fit to Us to fix the daily rate of payment 
to be made to the Board of Management for each child belonging to 
the said Unions, respectively, who may be sent to the School as afore- 
said : — 

Now Therefore, in exercise of the powers given unto Us, We, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby order, direct, and 
declare, that the daily rate of payment to be made by tho Guardians of 
the Unions of Groom, Kilmallook, Limerick, Listowel, Newcastle, and 
Rathkeale, to the Board of Management for the maintenance iu the

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule to this Order; to the Treasurer of each of such Unions ; 
and to all persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland an estimate for 
the year ending the 31st day of March, 1890, of tho full amount payable 
as Results Fees in respect of Pupils attending the National Schools in 
each of the unions which have become contributory unions under an 
Act passed in the Thirty-ninth year of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “ An Act to provide for additional 
Payments to Teachers of National Schools in Ireland : ” 

And Whereas tho unions which have become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which the names are placed in the first column 
of the Schetkde hereto ; 


And Whereas by the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 

• tho Local Government Board in 
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every year to provide a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
payable as Results Pees as aforesaid, and that the said Local Govern- 
ment Board shall thereafter provide such sum in the manner by the 
said Act prescribed ; and the Local Government Board have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education a requisition to provide, 
in the year 1S95-96, a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
aforesaid : 

And Whereas it is by the said Aot further enacted that upon the 
receipt of every such estimate the Local Government Board shall by an 
Order under their Seal assess upon each contributory union a sum equal 
to one-third of the full amount payable as Results Pees in respect of 
pupils attending the National Schools in such contributory union, and 
shall transmit a copy of such Order to the guardians and likewise to 
the treasurer of such contributory union stating the amount so assessed 
on such contributory union : 

Ahd Whereas it is by the said Act further enacted that forthwith 
on the receipt of such Order by the treasurer of any contributory union 
he shall, out of the funds then lying in his hands to the credit of the 
guardians of such union, or if there shall be then no sufficient assets, 
out of the moneys next received by him and placed to the credit of such 
guardians, pay over the amount so assessed on such contributory union 
to the Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to the credit of the Commis- 
sioners of Education to a separate account, to be entitled “ The Results 
Pees Account”; and that the guardians, of such contributory union

And Whbbeas We have received from the Commissioners of National 
Education a statement of the surplus of previous assessments, as set 
forth in the fourth column of the Schedule hereto ; 

Now, Therefore, in pursuance of the powers vested in Us by the 
said Act, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby assess 
upon each of the unions named in the first column of the Sohedule hereto 
the amount set opposite to its name in the fifth column of the said 
Schedule, — the sum so assessed being equal in each case to one-third of 
the full amount payable as Results Pees as aforesaid by the union 
assessed, less the amount of surplus (if any) of previous assessments set 
forth in the fourth column of the said Schedule.

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Officers of such Onions ; 
and to all others -whom it may concern. 


Whereas, in pursuance of the authorities vested in Us by an Act 
passed in the Second Year of the Reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
intituled, “An Act for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor 
in Ireland, 1 2 3 4 5 ' hy the other Acts in force for the Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland, and amending the said Act, and hy the Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872, We, the Local Government Board for Ire- 
land, by a General Order under our Seal bearing date the Eighteenth 
day of December, 1882 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Order), 
did regulate the meetings and proceedings of the Boards of Guardians of 
the Poor, and the appointment and duties of the Officers of the several 
Unions in Ireland : 


And Whereas it is expedient that the principal Order should bo 
amended as hereinafter provided : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in Us, We, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby revoke the regulations 
contained in Articles 24 and 39 of the principal Order, and prescribe as 
follows ; — • 


Article 1. — The expressions in this Order shall have the same mean- 
ng as the like expressions have in the principal Order. 

Article 2. — For the regulations contained in Article 24 of the principal 
Order there shall he substituted - the following regulations in this Article 
contained, namely : — 


The Board of Guardians shall, as soon as may be requisite, and from 
time to time hereafter, upon the occurrence of any vacancy, appoint, 
subject to the approval of the Local Government Board, fib persons to 
perform, respectively, the duties specified hy the Rules and Regulations 
of the Local Government Board, in force at the time, to be the duties of 
the following Officers : — ■ 


1 . Clerk to the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Union. 

3. Medical Officer of the Work- 

house. 

4. Master of the Workhouse. 

5. Matron of the Workhouse. 


6. Nurse of the Workhouse. 

7. Porter of the Workhouse. 

8. Schoolmaster of the Work- 

house. 

9. Schoolmistress of the Work- 

house. 


Provided that, where exceptional circumstances render such a course 
expedient, the Board of Guardians may, with the approval of the Local 
Government Board, appoint the same person to perform the duties of 
more than one of the following officers, viz. ; — The Clerk to the Guardians ; 
and the Master, Matron, Porter, Schoolmaster, and Schoolmistress, of 
the Workhouse. 

The Board of Guardians shall appoint such and so many assistants as 
they, with the consent and approval of the Local Government Board, 
shall deem necessary for the efficient performanQe of the duties of the 
said several officers $ 

F 
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The Board of Guardians shall appoint such and so many Believing 
Officers as the Local Government Board shall from time to time requiro 
or approve ; and shall assign to such Relieving Officers such Electoral 
Division or Divisions, or such parts thereof, as the Local Government 
Board may direct or approve ; 

The Board of Guardians shall, subject to the approval of the Looal 
Government Board, appoint from time to time such and so many persons 
as they may deem expedient to collect and levy the Rates made on the 
several Electoral Divisions of the Union, and shall assign to such Col- 
lectors such Electoral Division or Divisions as the Local Government 
Board may approve. 

Article 3. — Eor the regulations contained in Article 39 of the principal 
Order there shall he substituted the following regulations in this Article 
contained, namely : — 

Every Officer appointed to or holding any Office under the principal 
Order, as amended by this Order, shall, subject to tho pi'ovisions of 
Article 40 of the principal Order and Article 4 of this Order, continue 
to hold the same until he die, or resign, or he removed by the Local 
Government Board; and every assistant may be dismissed by the Board 
of Guardians without the consent of the Local Government Board ; and 
every such death or resignation, and every such dismissal and the grounds 
thereof, shall he reported to the Local Government Board. 

Article 4.— The Beard of Guardians may, subject to the approval of 
the Local Government Board, declare any Office to be abolished within 
the meaning of Section 2 (a) of the Union.

Extracts from tlie Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

57 & 58 Vic., Chap. CO. 

Part II. — Apprenticeship to the Sea Service. 

105. All superintendents shall give to persons desirous of apprenticing boys to 
or requiring apprentices for the sea service, such assistance as may be in their 
power, and may receive from those persons such fees as the Board of Trade fix, 
with the concurrence, so far as relates to pauper apprentices in England, of the 
Local Government Board, and so far as relates to pauper apprentices in Ireland, 
of the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

106. ' Subject to the special provisions of this Act, apprenticeships to the 
sea service made by a board of guardians or persons having the authority of a 
board of guardians, shall, if made in Great Britain, be niudc in the same 
manner’ and be subject to the same laws and regulations as other apprenticeships 
made by such boards or persons; and if made in Ireland, be subject to the 
following regulations : — 

(ff.) The board of guardians or other persons in any poor law union may 
put out and bind as apprentice to the sea service any boy who, or whose 
parent, is receiving relief in the union, and who lias attained the age of 
twelve years, and is of sufficient health and strength, and consents to be 
bound : 

(&.) If the cost of relieving the boy is chargeable to an electoral 
division of a poor law union, then (except where paid officers act in place 
of guardians) he shall' not be so bound unless the consent in writing of the 
guardians of that division, or of a majority of them, if more than one, is 
lirst' obtained, and that consent shall, if possible, be endorsed on the 
indenture: * 

(c.) The expenses incurred in the binding and outfit of any such 
apprentice shall be charged to the poor law union or electoral division, as 
the case may be, to which the boy or his parent is chargeable at the time 
of his being apprenticed :• 

( d .) All indentures made in a poor law union may be sued on by the 
board of guardians of the union, or persons having the authority of such 
board, by their name of office ; and actions so brought shall not abate by 
reason of any death or change in the persons holding office, but such an 
action shall not be commenced without the consent of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland: 

(e.) The amount of the costs incurred in any such action, and not 
recovered from the defendant, may be charged as the expenses incurred in 
binding out the apprentice. 

107. Every indenture of apprenticeship to the sea service made in the 
United Kingdom by a board of guardians, or persons having the authority of a 
board of guardians, shall be executed by the boy and the person to whom he is 
bound in the presence of, and shall be attested by, two justices of the peace, 
and those justices shall ascertain that the boy has consented to be bound, and 
has attained the age of twelve years, and is of sufficient health and strength, 
and that the person to whom the boy is bound is a proper person for the 
purpose. 

108. — (L) Every indenture of apprenticeship to the sea service shall be 
executed in duplicate and shall be exempt from stamp duty. 

(2.) Every indenture of apprenticeship to the sea service, made in the 
United Kingdom, and every assignment or cancellation thereof, and, where the 
apprentice bound dies or deserts, the fact of the death or desertion, shall be 
recorded. 

(3.) For the purpose of the record 

.(<*;) A person to ■ whom an apprentice to the sea service is bound shall 
within seven days of the execution of the indenture take or transmit to the 
Registrar- GeneraLef -Shipping and Seamen, or to a superintendent, the 
latotare executed m duplicate, and the Registrar-General or Bupsnn- 
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tendent shall lceep and record the one indenture, and endorse on the other 
the fact that it has been recorded and redeliver it to the master of the 
apprentice ; 

( b .) The master shall notify any assignment or cancellation of the. 
indenture, or the death or desertion of the apprentice, to the Registrar-. 
General of Shipping and Seamen, or to a superintendent, within seven days 
of the occurrence, if it occurs within the United Kingdom ; or, as soon as 
circumstances permit, if it occurs elsewhere. 

(4.) If any person fails to comply with any requirement of this section, he' 
shall for each offence be liable to a line not exceeding ten pounds. 


Reimbursement of Relief to Seamen’s Families. 

182. — Cl.) Whenever, during the absence of any seaman on a voyage, his 
Avife, or any of his children or step children, becomes chargeable to any union 
or parish in the United Kingdom, that union or parish shall be entitled to be 
reimbursed, out of the wages of the seaman earned during the voyage, any sums 
properly expended during his absence in the maintenance of those members of 
his family or any of them, so. that the sums do not exceed the following pro-* 
portions of his wagC3 ; (that is to say,) 

(cl) If only one of those members is chargeable, one-half of the 
wages : 

(b.) If two or more of those members are chargeable, two-thirds of the 
wages. 

(2.) If during the absence of the seaman any sums have been paid by the 
owner of his ship to or on behalf of any suoh member is aforesaid, under an 
allotment note made by the seaman in favour of the member, any claim for 
reimbursement as aforesaid shall be limited to the excess (if any) of the pro- 
portion of the wages hereinbefore mentioned over the sums so paid. . 

183. — (1.) For the purpose of obtaining such reimbursement os aforesaid, 
the board of guardians in a poor law union in England or Ireland, and the' 
inspector of the poor in any parish in Scotland, .may give to the owner of the 
ship in which the seaman is serving a. notice in writing stating the proportion of- 
the seaman’s wages upon which it is intended to make a claim, and requiring 
the owner to retain such proportion in his hands for a period to be therein men- 
tioned, not exceeding twenty-one days from tlie ’time of the seaman’s return to 
his port of discharge, and also requiring the owner immediately on the seaman’s 
return to give notice in writing thereof to the board or inspector. 

(2.) The owner, after receiving any such notice, shall retain the said propor- 
tion of wages, and give notice of the seaman’s return accordingly, and shall 
likewise give to the seaman notice of the intended claim. 

(3.) The board or inspector may, upon the seaman’s return, apply to a court 
of summary jurisdiction having jurisdiction iu the union or parish for an order 
for reimbursement f.and that court may make -a summary order for the reim- 
bursement to the whole extent claimed, or to such lesser amount as the court, 
under the circumstances, think fit ; and the owner shall pay to the board or 
inspector out of the seaman’s wages the amount so ordered to be paid by way 
.. of reimbursement, and shall pay the residue of the wages to the seaman. 

(4.) If no order for reimbursement is obtained within the period mentioned 
in the notice given to . the owner as aforesaid, the proportion of wages to bo 
retained by him shall immediately on the expiration of ‘that period and without - 
deduction be payable to tlie seaman. 


Destitute Seamen. . . 

184. — (1.) If any person being a native of any country in Asia or Africa, 
or of any island in the South Sea or the Pacific Ocean, or of any other cuimfcry 
not having a consular officer in the United Kingdom, is brought. to the United 
Kingdom in a ship, British or foreign, as a seaman, and is left in the United 
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Kingdom, and within six months of his being so left becomes chargeable upon 
the poor rate, or commits any act by reason whereof he is liable to be convicted 
as an idle and disorderly person, or any other act of vagrancy,' the master or 
owner of the ship, or in case of a foreign ship the person who is consignee of the 
ship at the time of the seaman being so left as aforesaid, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding thirty pounds, unless he can show that the person left as afore* 
said quitted the ship without the consent of the master, or that the. master, 
owner, or consignee, has afforded him duo means of returning to his native 
country, or to the country in which he was shipped. 

(2.) The court inflicting the fine may order the whole or any part of the fine 
to. be applied towards the relief or sending home of the person left. 

185 (1.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State in Council of India 

to take charge of and send home or otherwise provide for all lascars or other 
natives of India who are found destitute in the United Kingdom. 

(2.) If any such destitute person is relieved and maintained by a board of 
guardians in a poor law union in England or Ireland, or by the inspector of the* 
poor in any parish in Scotland, the board or inspector may give, notice thereof 
in writing to the Secretary of State in Council of India specifying, so far as is 
practicable, the following particulars ; namely— 

(a.) The name of the person relieved or maintained ; and 
( b .) The part of India of which he professes to be a native ; and 
(c.) The name of the ship in which he was brought to the United King- 
dom ; and 

( d .) The port abroad from which the ship sailed, and the port in the 
United Kingdom at which the ship arrived when he was so brought to the 
United Kingdom, and the time of the arrival. 

(3.) The Secretary of State in Council of India shall repay to the hoard of 
guardians or inspector out of the revenues of India all moneys duly expended 
by them or him m relieving or maintaining the destitute person after the time 
at which the notice is given, and any money so paid or otherwise paid by the 
said Secretury of State, on account of the relief or maintenance or passage 
home of the destitute person, shall be a joint and several debt due to the said 
Secretary of State from the master and owner of the ship by which the destitute 
person was brought to the United Kingdom. 

(4.) This section shall apply only to such lascars or other natives of India as 
have been brought to the United Kingdom either as seamen or for employment 
as seamen, or for employment by the owner of the ship bringing them.

in fishing on the coasts of the United Kingdom, or to the owners, skippers, 
hnd ctewa thereof. 
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Fart JY. — Provisions applying fco all Pishing Boats of Twenty-five 
Tons Tonnage and upwards. 

The following sections shall apply to all fishing boat3 of twenty-five 
tons tonnage and upwards. 

Apprenticeship and Agreements with Boys. 

392. A hoy under the age of thirteen years shall not enter into any appren- 
ticeship to the sea-fishing service or agreement with respect to that service, 
and an indenture of apprenticeship or agreement made contrary to this section 
shall be void. 

893 (1.) Ahoy under the age of sixteen years shall not be taken to sea 

for the purpose of serving in any capacity connected with the sea-fishing service, 
unless he is bound by an indenture of apprenticeship or agreement made in 
conformity with this part of this Act, and a hoy bound by any such agreement 
is in this Act referred to as a sea-fishing boy. 

(2.) If any person tiikes a boy to sea, or causes a boy to be taken to sea, in 
contravention of this section, that person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty pounds. 

(3.) Boards of guardians in apprenticing boys to the sea-fishing service, shall 
not cause or permit any such apprenticeship to be made except in conformity 
with this Part of this Act. 

(4.) Nothing in this Part of this Act shall prevent the daily employment in 
a fishing boat of any boy under the age of sixteen years, who is under no obliga- 
tion to remain in that employment for a longer period than one day, and with 
whom no written agreement has been made. 

394. All superintendents shall give to persons desirous of making indentures 
of apprenticeship to the sea-fishing service or agreements under thiB Part of 
this Act, or of causing the same to be made, such assistance as may be in their 
power in reference thereto, and shall supply forms of indentures or agreements 
at such reasonable rates (if any) as the Board of Trade may fix, anil may receive 
such fees in respect of those indentures or agreements as the Board of Trade 
may fix. 

395 (1.) Indentures of apprenticeship to the sea-fishing service, and 

agreements with boys under the age of sixteen years with respect to that 
service, shall he made before a superintendent and be in accordance with this 
Act, and every such indenture or agreement not so made shall be void. 

(2.) A superintendent, before allowing any such indenture or agreement to 
be completed, shall satisfy himself — 

(a.) That the indenture or agreement complies with all the require- 
ments of this Part of this Act ; and 

(Ik) That the master with whom the indenture or agreement is made 
is a fit person for the purpose ; and 

(c.) That the apprentice or boy is not under the age of thirteen years, 
and is of sufficient health and strength ; and 
C d .) That the nearest relations of the apprentice or boy or his guardians 
assent, in the case of an apprentice, to the apprenticeship, and to the stipu- 
lations in the indenture of apprenticeship, and in the case of a boy, to the 
stipulations of the agreement ; 

and shall make and sign an endorsement that he is so satisfied on the indenture 
or agreement. 

(3.) Where there are no nearest relations or guardians, or where they can- 
not readily be found or are not known, the superintendent shall act as guardian 
for the occasion, and state in his endorsement that he has so acted. 

(4.) The Superintendent’s endorsement shall be admissible in evidence in 
manner provided by this Act. 

(5 ) The indentures of apprenticeship and agreement shall be in such form, 
and contain such covenants, provisions, stipulations, endorsements, and certifi- 
cates as are prescribed by Order in Council made on the recommendation of 
the Board or Trade, and any directions given in the forms so prescribed shall 
be complied with. 
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(6.) The indentures and agreements shall he executed in triplicate, one of 
■which shall be kept by the master, one by the boy, and one by the superinten- 
dent before ■whom it is made. 

(7.) All such indentures and agreements made in conformity with this Part 
of this Act shall be exempt from stamp duty. 

gg6. — (1.) Where an indenture of apprenticeship to the sea-fishing service, • 
or any agreement with a sea-fishing boy, has been made before a superintendent 
at a port, the superintendent for the time being at that port may, by proper 
legal proceeding taken in his own name, enforce on behalf of the apprentice or 
hoy against the master any stipulations in that indenture or agreement. 

(2.) Where an apprentice or boy is taken to sea from any port under an 
indenture or agreement which is void, the superintendent at. that port, or if 
there is none the superintendent at the nearest port, may, by proper legal pro- 
ceedings taken in his own name, enforce, to such extent as he thinks just, on 
behalf of the apprentice or boy against the master any stipulation in the void 
indenture or agreement which is in favor of the apprentice or boy. 

(3.) Any sums recovered by a superintendent under this section may, bo 
far as necessary, he applied by him ?n pigment of the costs of recovering the 
same. 

397. Where an indenture of apprenticeship to the sea-fishing service, or an 
agreement with a sea-fishing boy, is made before a superintendent at any port, 
the superintendent for the time being at that port shall have, and when neces- 
sary shall execute, all the powers given to the superintendent by the indenture 
or agreement. 

398. If any person — 

(a.) receives any money or valuable consideration from the person to 
whom an apprentice in the sea-fishing service is bound, or to whom a sea- 
fishing boy is bound by any agreement, or from any one on that person’s 
behalf, or from the apprentice or boy or anyone on the apprentice or boy’s 
behalf, in consideration of the apprentice or boy being so bound ; or 
( b .) makes or causes any such payment to be made ; 
that person shall in respect of each offence bo guilty of a misdemeanour, 
whether the apprentice or hoy was or was not validly bound. 


Part XIV. — Exemption from Rates and Harbour Dues. 

731. All lighthouses, buoys, beacons, and all light dues, and other ratos, r. 
fees, or payments accruing to or forming part of the Mercantile Marino Fund, 
and all premises or property belonging to or occupied by any of the general 
lighthouse authorities or by the Board of Trade, which are used or applied For 
the purposes of any of the services for which those dues, rates, fees, and pay- 
ments arc received, and all instruments or writings used by or under the direc- 
tion of any of the general lighthouse authorities or of the Board of Trade in 
carrying on those services, shall be exempted from all public, parochial, and 
local taxes, duties, and rates of every kind. 


Definitions. 

742. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, the following ex- 
pressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them, (that is to say), 

“Superintendent 1 ' shall, so far as respects a British possession, include any ,* 
shipping master or other officer discharging in that possession the duties 
of a superintendent.

259. The corporation of a Municipal borough, being a port in the United Corporations, 
Kingdom, and any body corporate, association, or trustees in any such port, &c.. may grant 
existing or constituted tor any public purposes relating to the government or sites for Sailors’ 
benefit of persons engaged in the British merchant service, or to the manage- Homes, 
ment of docks and harbours, or For any other public purposes connected with 
shipping or navigation, may, with the consent of the Local Government Board, 
appropriate any land vested in them or in trustees for them as a, site for a Sailors’ 

Home, and may for that purpose either retain and apply the same accordingly, 
or convey the same to trustees, with such powers for appointing new trustees 
and continuing the trust as they think fit.

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No. 2. — Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1895. 

Mode ot Dealing with Loans in the Union Accounts. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sis, 10 tb May, 1895. 

1. Adverting to their circular letter of the 21st of December last on 
the subject of the “Seed Potatoes Supply,” the Looal Government 
Board for Ireland desire to draw your attention, and that of the Board 
of Guardians, to the course which should be adopted in dealing with 
loans obtained for the purposes of the supply in the Union Accounts. 

2. Section 2 of the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1895, pro- 
vides that a separate loan is to be made upon the security of the rates 
for each Electoral Division to which the Guardians have decided to 
apply the provisions of the Act; article 10 of the Buies of the Local 
Government Board of the 20th December, 1894, directs that no part of 
a loan obtained for an Electoral Division may, under any circum- 
stances, be applied to the use of another Division, or be expended for 
any purpose or purposes other than those authorised ; and section 5, 
sub-section 1, of the Act directs that the Guai-dians shall, when required 
by the Local Government Board, repay to the Board of Works any 
portion of a loan not applied by them to the use of the Electoral Division 
for which it shall have been obtained. 

3. Care must be taken to keep the transactions in reference to seed 
loans clear and distinct in the Union Ledger until finally brought to 
charge against the Electoral Divisions. Eor this purpose it is desirable 
that two subsidiary accounts should be opened in the lodger, one of 
which may be termed “ The Seed Loan Account,” and the other “The 
Seed Supply Account.” 

4. With regard to the former of these accounts the operations will be 
as follows : — When the loan is advanced debit “ Treasurer,” and credit 
“ Seed Loan Account " with the amount of the loan. When any repay- 
ment is made on account of the loan credit “ Treasurer " and debit 
“ Seed Loan Account.” The account will close at tho end of each half 
year with the balance of the loan remaining due, and will balance when 
all the repayments shall have been made. 

5. “The Seed Supply Account" should be debited with all sums 
credited to the “ Treasurer ” as having been paid for seed, carriage, 
storage, and other legitimate expenditure connected with the supply of 
seed, and should be credited with the sums, if any, received for seed, 
paid for in cash, and with the abatement in respect thereof, and with 
the sums charged, to the Electoral Divisions when an instalment of the 
loan is paid off. 

6. As the advances under the Act are of an exceptional and tempo- 
rary character, the Local Government Board do not think it desiiAble 
that, the loans obtained thereunder should bo credited to the Electoral 
Divisions, as is done in the case of other loans. Upon the other hand, 
the expenditure, as shown in the “ Seed Supply Account,” need not be 
brought to charge ; this will be done in a more complete and satisfactory 
manner when dealing with the instalments of the loan as they are paid off. 

7. A complication arises with regard to sales of seed paid for in cash. 
Sub-section 2 (e) of section. 5 of the Act provides that an abatement of 
one-fifth shall be made in the price of all seed so paid for, and that 
any loss occasioned thereby shall be charged on and paid out of the 
" Church Temporalities Fund.” It should be borne in. mind that the 
cash payments, if any, and the abatements resulting therefrom, are to 
be treated as payments in reduction of the loan, and must be dealt 
with accordingly in the accounts. 
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7 ( a ). Article 5 of the Board’s Rules of the 20bh December, 1894, 
directs that all sums received in respect of cash payments under the 
5th section, as recited above, shall be paid to the Board of Works by 
cheques forwarded on the day of meeting of the Board of Guardians 
next following the receipt of such suras ; and it follows that all payments 
so made must necessarily pass through the Q nion Accounts. 

7 ( b ). The Local Government Board do not think it desirable or necessary 
that the detailed particulars of the transactions under this part of section 5 
should he entered in the Union ledger. It will be sufficient they think, 
for the purposes of the Act, that an account should be opened for each 
Electoral Division outside the Union ledger in a form similar to that 
prescribed by their Rules of the 20bh December lasb, Form H (see para- 
graph 9 of this circular). The lodgments in respect of cash payments, 
and the remittances to the Board of Works on foot thereof, must, of 
course, pass through the Treasurer’s account, and these may be dealt 
with in the following manner ; — 

Debit “ Treasurer " and credit “ Seed Supply Account " with all 
cash payments received in respect of sales of seed, setting out in 
the latter account the particulars in columnar form as regards each 
Electoral Division ; and, on the other hand, credit “ Treasurer ” 
and debit “ Seed Loan Account ” with the remittances to the 
Board of Works, setting forth particulars as regards Electoral 
Divisions as Bhown in “ Seed Supply Account." 

7 (c). With regard to the abatement in the case of sales for cash 
payments, that also, as has been pointed out, must be treated as a 
reduction of the loan, and the amount, as set forth in the separate 
account suggested above, should ho debited in conjunction with the 
remittances to the Board of Works to the “ Seed Loan Account-," and 
the debits so made should be credited to the “ Seed Supply Account," the 
particulars being set out in columnar form according to the Electoral 
Divisions interested. 

8. These operations will serve to clear the accounts of preliminary 
complications, and when the time arrives for paying off the first instal- 
ment of the loan, the mode of procedure will he simply as follows: — 

I. Credit c< Treasurer” and debit “Seed Loan Account” with 
the amount so paid, and 

II. Credit “ Seed Supply Account,” and debit the Electoral Divisions 
with the same amounts , taking care to charge each division with the 
precise amount paid on its behalf. Follow a similar course when the 
second instalment falls due, and the accounts will close. 

9. The Board deem it advisable that a special account (already referred 
to in paragraph 7 (b ) ) should bo opened outside the Union ledger for 
each Electoral Division to which loans for seed supply have been 
advanced, in which the division should be debited with the amount of 
the loan or loans made for seed supply, and credited on the other aide 
with the sums, if any, refunded to the Board of Works on account of 
loans not expended ; with all sums received for cash payments for seed, 
and with the abatements in respect of such payments j and, finally, with 
the instalments repaid. 

10. It will be the duty of the Auditor, in auditing the accounts of the 
Union, to see that the loan to. each Electoral Division has been pro- 
perly applied to the use of such division, and has been duly accounted for.

No. 6 — Management op Workhouses. 

Local Government Board, Dublin,

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to draw 
• the attention of the Board of Guardians to the accompanying copy of 
a letter which appeared in the public press respecting the condition of 
Workhouses in Ireland, and I am to state that the Board applied to 
the Irish Medical Association for the names of the Workhouses in 
which the defects adverted to were reported by the Medical Officers to 
exist. 

Thi* information the Irish Medical Association have felt unable to 
furnish, and in these circumstances I am to request that the Guardians 
will be good enough to state whether their Medical Officer has made 
any report to them as to the existence of defects of the character 
mentioned which have not as yet been attended to by the Guardians. 
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The Board would call the special attention of the Guardians to the 
alleged insufficiency of the nursing, the character of the sanitary arrange- 
ments, and the absence of proper food, and they request that the 
Medical Officer may he called upon to furnish a report dealing specifi- 
cally with these most important matters. 

The Board think that the whole subject matter of the annexed com- 
munication might also, with advantage, be referred to xhe Visiting 
Committee for a report, after consultation with the Medical Officer, as 
to whether any changes or improvements might he carried out in 
the hospital which would conduce to the greater comfort of the sick 
inmates.

‘*Thb Workhouses of Ireland. 

“ To the Editor of the Irish Times. 

“ Sir, — We address this letter to you in the Lope, with your powerful 
assistance, of enlisting the sympathy of the public with tlic effort now being 
made to reform and ameliorate the general conditions of tlio workhouse system 
in Ireland. 

44 It would be impossible in such a communication as this to go fully into 
the misery and wretchedness awaiting those unfortunate poor who are doomed 
to enter, and perhaps terminate their days in some of these institutions. A 
circular letter asking for definite information as to the condition and wants 
of workhouses and workhouse infirmaries having been addressed to tlio medical 
officers, seventy-nine of tlioso gentlemen replied, others declined, saying they 
feared to incur the hostility of their respective boards. On carefully ex- 
amining in detail the replies of those seventy-nine, we find that forty-three 
infirmaries have no trained nursing, the nursing being entirely in the hands 
of pauper women, moat of whom have come in burthened with children. Bo 
it remembered these women have to take charge of serious medical and surgical 
cases, as well as of the lunatic patients — in sixty-one infirmaries the latter are 
in charge of paupers both night and day, and, in short, in almost all of 
them the nursing is quite insufficient and inefficient. In sixty-five the beds 
and pillows are of the roughest description, being merely bags filled with 
straw— in six only is there satisfactory ventilation— in fifty-nine 1 he sanitary 
arrangements are of the most disgusting character imaginable, in fact there is 
an absence of all sanitation — in forty-three there arc neither plates, knives, 
nor forks for the poor inmates to cat their food with. Without going 
further into particulars, we may say there is in almost all an absence of 
proper food, nursing, sanitation, and comfort for tlioso poor creatures who 
are compelled by diro necessity to enter these institutions, which tlio public 
would find it difficult to believe. Wo would, therefore, call upon the Boards 
of Guardians and the public to examine into these matters for themselves, and 
£' ve U3 their active sympathy and help that this uncouth system may bo 
improved and altered— that the infirmaries may no longer be disgraceful to 
this country, but provided with the proper necessaries, conveniences, and 
comforts, as in any hospital for the sick.

“The attention of the Local Government Board for Ireland has been drawn 
to the subject of the qualifications of nurses placed in charge of workhouse 
infirmaries and fever hospitals, and, ns some cases have recently come under 
their notice in which untrained and inexperienced persons have been elected to 
these offices and at salaries which no qualified nurse would accept, the Local 
Government Board deem it necessary to address Boards of Guardians on the 
subject. 

11 The conditions under which the sick poor are placed when suffering from 
severe illness in their own homes are so unfavourable to their recovery that 
every inducement ought to be held out to tl\em to seek in the workhouse 
hospitals the daily medical supervision and treatment calculated to alleviate 
their sufferings and to hasten their restoration to health, while the speedy 
admission to a fever hospital of a patient suffering from illness of an infectious 
character is requisite for the protection of the community at large as affording 
the best means for preventing the spread of disease. The sick poor cannot- 
be expected willingly to seek treatment in workhouse hospitals if they have 
not confidence in the qualifications and efficiency of the nurses in charge. In

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all acute diseases, but in an especial degree in continued and eruptive fevers 
which are all of an infectious type, the chances of recovery depend to a very 
great extent upon the nursing, and the duties entrusted to workhouse 
hospital nurses are of such a character that it is not to be expected that 
persons possessing neither training nor experience can perform them in a 
satisfactory manner ; it should also bo borne in mind that while incapable 
nurses are gradually acquiring some knowledge of their work the sick poor 
under their charge must pass through much unnecessary suffering. The 
highest skiU and attention on the part of the medical officer may be neutralized 
by the ignorance and incapacity of the nurse charged with the duty of 
carrying out his instructions and of informing him of those important changes 
in the condition of patients which an unskilled nurse will fail to observe and 
appreciate. 

“ The Local Government Board therefore hope that whenever vacancies for 
nurses occur Boards of Guardians will bear in mind the great importance of 
electing trained and experienced persons, and that they will offer Buck salaries 
as may induce qualified applicants to present themselves as candidates. The 
Local Government Board would express their earnest hopo that this subject 
will receive the careful attention of Boards of Guardians.

“ In connection with the Circulars which the Local Government Board for 
Ireland have addressed to each Sanitary Authority on tlio subject of precautions 
against Cholera the Board deBire to draw the attention of Boards of Guardians 
to the assistance it may be in their power to give Sanitary Authorities in the 
event of this portion of the United Kingdom being visited by uny formidable 
epidemic or infectious disease. 

“ The Local Government Board have reason to believe that if any dangerous 
infectious disease should visit Ireland and become epidemic, the number of 
trained nurses would be found inadequate to meet the demand for their services. 
In a few large Cities and Towns where there are communities of nursing sisters 
or other associations 6f trained nurses it is possible that a sufficient number 
might be available to meet an emergency, but the Local Government Board 
arc satisfied that the supply of qualified nurses would full far short of the 
applications for their services which would be likely to pour in from rural dis- 
tricts throughout the country, 

“ Under these circumstances the Local Government Board think it well to 
suggest to Boards of Guardians that they might make use of the workhouse hos- 
pitals for the purpose of training nurses whose services would bo available in 
the event of Cholera or other formidable infectious disease appearing within 
the Unions. It appears to the Local Government Board that the Guardians 
of each Union .might select a limited number of suitable persons willing to enter 
their service for training, and the Local Government Board feel assured that 
if Boards of Guardians appointed a few young women as probationary assistant 
nurses in the hospital and fever wards of each, workhouse the medical officers 
in charge and the regularly appointed nurses would be found willing to afford 
them such practical instruction in the nursing and care of the sick as would 
in some degree qualify them to attend the sick poor in any epidemio which 
might arise. The Guardians are aware that under Article 24 of the General 
Regulations they are empowered to appoint temporary assistants, and the 
Local Government Board will be prepared to sanction any reasonable expen- 
diture undertaken in order to carry into effect the suggestion contained in this 
Circular. 
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u The Local Government Board avail themselves of this opportunity to point 
out that they have frequently found it necessary to remonstrate with. Boards 
of Guardians in respeetof the selection of untrained persons for the responsible 
post of hospital nurse. The course now recommended to the notice of Boards 
of Guardians, if adopted, would have the advantage of providing in each Union 
a certain number of trained nurses who would probably become candidates for 
any vacancy which might arise amongst the permanent staff employed in each 
Union hospital.

No. 9 . — Valuation Lists. 

Local Government Board, Dublin. 

28th August, 1895. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to inform 
you that they have received a communication from the Commissioner of 
Valuation in which lie draws attention to the fact that much difficulty is 
experienced by the Revising Officers of that Department in correcting 
the Valuation. Lists in consequence of the omission of Poor Bate Collec- 
tors to notify regularly the changes which take place from time to time 
in their respective districts, and I am to request that the attention of 
each Collector may be called to the terms of Section 4 of the Act IV Vic., 
cap. 8, a copy of which is annexed, and that lie be required to discharge 
carefully and punctually, in future, the important duties imposed upon 
him by that enactment. 

It further appears from the communication in question that when, in 
some Unions, for the purpose of making valid ratings, departures are 
made, in pursuance of Section 6 of the Act 23 Vic., cap. 4, from the 
• particulars contained in the Valuation Lists, such departures are not 
duly reported to the Commissioner of Valuation, the result being that 
the Valuation Lists do not agree with the Rate Books. The terms of 
the Section mentioned, a copy of which is also enclosed, specifically 
require that ,c any such departure shall be forthwith reported by the 
Guardians to the Commissioner of Valuation; ” and I am to request 
that the Guardians will be so good as to give such directions as 
will ensure that this requirement shall be strictly complied with in 
future. 

The following is an extract from the letter received from the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation 

“ The Valuation Acts, in order to ensure that a revision of the Valuation 
shall be made in the cases of all rateable hereditaments where changes have 
occurred, provide that every Collector of Poor Rate in each Union shall 
annually make out and deliver to the Clerk of such Union a list of all the tene- 
ments and hereditaments in his district where a revision of the valuation is 
required, and for each default he iB liable to a penalty not exceeding £5. 

“ These lists are to be sent in to the Clerks of the several Unions before the 
15th of November, and after having been submitted to the Guardians they, 
together with applications from ratepayers, are to be open for public inspection 
for ten days. They should then be transmitted to me so as to be received at 
my office before the end of November. 

• l Owing to the fact that the various Unions strike their rates at different 
times of the year, and that, therefore, many Collectors are unable to furnish full 
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lists by the statutory date, it has been the custom in this Department for the 
Revising Vainers to deni with cases handed to them by the Clerks of Unions 
on their arrival on the ground. 

« Further, I endeavour as far as possible to meet the convenience of the 
Guardians by revising first those Unions where an early rate is struck, 

“Under these circumstances it is natural to expect that where this Depart- 
ment has gone so far to meet the wishes and convenience of the Local Rating 
Authorities they on their part would afford every facility to my officers to carry 
out the revision expeditiously and at the same time thoroughly. 

“ This, I regret to say, in many Unions is not done. 

“When, after due notice has been given, the Revising Officer arrives at the 
Union, he often experiences great difficulty in securing the attendance of the 
Rate Collectors, who frequently have not furnished any lists at all. In such 
instances the Reviser has to take down from the Collectors’ Warrants a list of 
the cases where changes have occurred, and these are often but a tithe of those 
which should have been brought under notice. 

“The Revisers frequently find, in driving through the Unions, cases of 
additions to houses and other improvements which have never been notified to 
them. 

“ Were those cases only to be dealt with which had been brought under my 
notice through the Clerk of the Union before the end of November great hard- 
ship would, I fear, ensue, hut if I continue to meet the convenience of the 
Rating Authorities by taking up the cases which come under their notice between 
November and the date of the Annual Revision I must ask that these be 
' properly and officially submitted. 

“ This can be done by the Rate Collectors furnishing to the Clerk of the 
Union, immediately prior to the date on which the Revising Valuer is notified 
to arrive in the district, written lists of all cases which have come under their 
notice since the statutory lists were compiled in November, and these supple- 
mental lists should be handed by the Clerk to the Revising Valuer on his 
arrival. 

“At the same time I think the interview with the Rato Collectors which now 
takes place each year is most desirable and should be continued, as it both 
facilitates the work of the revision and tends to prevent mistakes. 

“It is most important that the Guardians should clearly understand that the 
responsibility of calling attention to all cases whore a revision of the Valuation 
is required lies entirely with their officers, and that they alone are accountable 
for any hardship to the ratepayers which may ensue in cases where a change in 
the value of rateable property other than land is not followed by a revision of 
the Valuation. 

“Under Section 6 of 23 Vic., cap. 4, tho Boards of Guardians have power to 
make such departures, not affecting value, from the particulars in the lists sup- 
plied to them as may be necessary to enablo them to make a valid rating, but 
they should report to mo, forthwith, the particulars of every case in which this 
power has been exercised. 

_ “ I understand that in many Unions such changes arc made by tho Guar- 
dians and are never reported to me, tho result being that the Valuation Lists 
do not agree with the Rate Books.” 

The Guardians, no doubt, recognise the importance of securing strict 
accuracy and completeness in the revision of the Valuation Lists, and to 
. attain those ends a careful and punctual discharge of the duties devolving 
upon Poor Rate Collectors and Clerks of Unions, as already referred to, 
is absolutely necessary ; neglect on their part must result in the Revising 
Officers remaining unacquainted with changes which should he noted hy 
them. 

The Board trust that the Guardians will, in acoordanoe with the desire 
conveyed in the letter of the Commissioner of Valuation, afford every 
facility in their power to the Revising Officers, to enable them to carry 
out each revision of Valuation in the Union thoroughly and expedi- 
tiously. When issuing their directions to the Poor Rate Collectors with 
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that view the Guardians would do well to communicate to them the 
above extract from the Commissioner’s letter. 

A sufficient number of copies of this Circular are enclosed to enable 
the Guardians to forward a copy to each Collector. 

I ara also directed to draw attention to the provisions of Section 18 
of the Act 15 and 16 Vic., cap. 63, respecting the notice to be published 
by the Clerk of the Union upon the receipt of the revised Valuation 
Lists from the Commissioner of Valuation. It is of much importance 
that the notice required by the Section mentioned should be duly pub- 
lished, and opportunity thus afforded for the lodgment of any objections 
which may be entertained to particulars contained in the lists.

“ And for the purpose of providing for the necessary Revision of the Valuation 
of the rateable Tenements and Hereditaments the Limits whereof shall become 
altered, and also of rateable Tenements or Hereditaments the annual value of 
which is liable to frequent Alteration, such as Fisheries, Railways, Canals, Tolls 
of Roads, Bridges, Mines, Gas and Waterworks, and Buildings, be it enacted, 
that on the Fifteenth Day of November in each Year evei'y Collector of Poor Rates 
within each Poor Law Union within which the Valuation oj the rateable Heredita- 
ments and Tenements has been or shall have been completed and shall be in 
operation shall make out and deliver to the Clerk of such Union , to be by 
him laid before the Board of Guardians of such Union, a List of all the 
Tenements or Hereditaments situate within every Townland in the said Union 
and within his District the Valuation of which Tenements shall require Revision 
for any of the Reasons aforesaid, or in respect of any Property the annual 
Value of which is liable to frequent Alteration as aforesaid ; and if any such 
Collector shall fail or neglect to make out such List according to the best 
of his Ability, and deliver the same to the Clerk of tbe Union as aforesaid, 
within the period aforesaid, he shall for every such Neglect or Default be 
liable to a Penalty not exceeding Five Pounds ; and any Ratepayer within any 
Poor Law Union may withiu the same Period make out and deliver to the 
Clerk of the Union, to be by him laid before the Board of Guardians thereof, 
a List of any Tenements the Valuation of which shall in his Opinion require 
Revision ; and the Clerk of each Poor Law Union shall for Ten Days after 
receiving any such List leave the same open for public Inspection at the 
Workhouse of sucb Union, and permit Extracts to be made therefrom, and 
shall on or before the Twenty- seventh Day of November in each Year make 
out a full and complete List of all Tenements and Property mentioned in such 
Lists delivered to him as aforesaid on or before the Fifteenth Day of the same 
Month, , and transmit the List so made out by him to the Commissioner of 
Valuation, with the Opinion of the said Board of Guardians whether such 
Revision is necessity on account of such Changes or Alterations, "

Copy of the 6th section of the Act 23 Vic., c. 4. 

11 The Lists of Valuation, and of every revision thereof, which the said Com- 
missioner of Valuation is by the said Acts, or either of them, required to 
mate out and transmit to the Guardians of any Union, or to the Town Council 
of any Borough, or to the Treasurer of any County, shall be in the form 
specified in the Schedule to this Act annexed, or in such other form as tlo 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury shall from time to time approve 
of; and such Lists may be wholly or in part iu print or writing ; and no 
alteration shall be made in any such List or Lists, or in thejmme of any Occupier 
or Lessor named therein, save by the Commissioner of Valuation, or by some 
person duly authorized by him for that purpose, or by the Order of a Court of 
General or Quarter Sessions upon Appeal, or other Court of competent juris- 
diction ; provided, that for the purpose of any Boor Rate, the Guardians of 
any Union may make such departure, not affecting value, from the particulars 
contained in the said Lists, as may he necessary, at the time of making the Rate, 
to enable them to make a valid rating under the Laws in force for the relief of 
the Destitute Poor in Ireland, subject to such appeal as is now bylaw provided, 
and any snob departure shall be forthwith reported by the Guardians to the 
Commissioner of Valuation.” 


No. 10 . — National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

31st December, 1895, 
Sir, 

In pursuance of the 4tli section of “ The National School Teachers 
(Ireland) Act, 1875,” the Local Government Board for Ireland transmit 
to you herewith, to be laid before the Board of Guardians of 
Union, the notice which they are required by that section to transmit, 
on or before the 1st day of January, to the Guardians of every union 
which shall not at such time be a contributory union within the meaning 
of the Act. 

The notice now transmitted, as in the case of the notice which was 
transmitted on the 31st December, 1894, requires the Guardians within 
Forty days from the receipt thereof to inform the Local Government 
Board whether, for the purpose of increasing the remuneration of the 
teachers of National Schools within the union, they are willing to make 
their union a contributory union within the meaning of the Act, and 
the Guardians will observe therefore that by the present notice they are 
called upon, in pursuance of the requirement of the Act, to decide 
whether they will become 'contributory for the year 1896-97 (that is 
for the year commencing on the 1st April next), and subsequent years, 
until the resolution to contribute be legally revoked. 

The Board forwarded with their circular of tlui 30th August, 1875, a 
copy of the Act, and of various other documents relating to this subject, 
and they desire to refer the Board of Guardians to that circular and the 
documents which accompanied it for any information which they may 
require before replying to the enclosed notice. 

The Board have to add that the Commissioners of National Education 
have furnished them with an estimate of the probable amount which will 
be payable by the Guardians of the several unions in results fees to 
teachers of National Schools within the respective unions for the year 
1896—97, and the liability which, according to this estimate, the 
Guardians will incur by making their union a contributory one is not 
expected to exceed £ 
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In the event of the Guardians resolving to become a contributory union 
within the meaning of the Act, you should, immediately upon the 
passing of such resolution, forward a copy of the same signed by the 
Chairman as well as by yourself to the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion, and to the Local Government Board, in accordance with the terms 
of section 6 of the Act.

Invalid Foundlings. 

Ho. 2 . — Inspector's Keport on Invalid Foundlings main- 
tained out of the Foundling Hospital Geant. 

7, Spencer Road, Kingstown, 

Gentlemen, 24th August, 1895. 

I have the honour to report that I inspected during tho current 
month the invalid foundlings who are maintained by means of the grant 
annually voted by Parliament for the purpose. These invalids are now 
only fifteen in number, one — Bridget J ohnston — having died since the date 
of my last report. They are all in much the same condition as when I 
saw them last year, with the exception of Mary Cartwright who is at 
present under treatment in the hospital of Rathdrum Workhouse, where 
I have reason to believe she is well cared for. The medical officer, 
however, told me that he fears her case is hopeless. 

I received very many applications for a larger allowance to provide 
extra nourishment or extra clothing, and I was glad to be in a position 
to assent in most instances, owing to your favourable consideration of the 
suggestion made in my last report to increase by £10 the amount named 
in the estimate under this head.

No. 8.— Dissolution of the Board of Guardians of Athlone 
Union. 

Letter to Guardians: 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 20th September, 1895. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland acknowledge the receipt 
of the resolution adopted by the Board of Guardians of Athlone Union 
on the 7th instant, declining to appoint a trained night nurse to the 
Infirmary, and the Board desire to state that in adopting this resolution 
the Guardians have disregarded the recommendations of their Medical 
Officer, the censures passed by Coroner's Juries upon the arrangements 
for night nursing, and the facte disclosed at the Inquiry on oath which 
led to the recent correspondence on the subject. 

The Local Government Board throughout the correspondence which 
has taken place have spared no effort to awaken the Guardians to a 
sense of their obligations towards the sick poor in connection with night 
nursing in the workhouse hospital, and in view of the final refusal of 
the Guardians to appoint a trained nurse for night duty, the Local 
Government Board are compelled reluctantly to come to the conclusion 
that, in the interests of the sick poor; it is now their duty to place the 
management of the union in other hands, and they accordingly enclose 
an Order under Seal dissolving the Board of Guardians of Athlone 
Union.

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No. 9 . — Regulations made by the Lord Lieutenant under 
Section 4 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
relative to the Labourers’ Cottages Fund. 

By the Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 
Houghton. 

Whereas Section 4 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
contains certain provisions respecting the application of the moneys 
constituting the “ Land Purchase Account ” established under that 
Section, it being enacted amongst other things that there shall be paid 
to the “ Guarantee Fund ” established under the Act an annual sum 
referred to as the “ County Percentage,” and that the ■whole ora part of 
such percentage not required for the purposes of the Guarantee Fund 
shall he paid out of that fund to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, 
and applied towards the cost of providing labourers’ cottages under the 
Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1886, in counties as therein directed, 
on such term3 and conditions apd subject to such Regulations as the 
Lord Lieutenant thinks expedient, save that where it appears to him, on 
the representation of the Local Government Board for Ireland, that the 
whole or any part of such percentage cannot with advantage bo so 
applied, he may order the same to be applied as if it were part of the 
share of the county in the Irish Probate Duty Grant, and he may with- 
hold or suspend the distribution of the whole or part of the said per- 
centage when paid to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account : 

And whereas the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891, and the 
Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1892, are to be construed as one with the 
Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1886, referred to in the above- 
mentioned section : 

Now therefore, We, Robert Offley Ashburton, Baron Houghton, 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, in pursuance 
of the powers vested in p's as- aforesaid, do hereby direct that the 
following Regulations shall bo observed in the application of sums, paid 
out of the County Percentage, towards the cost of labourers’ cottageB in 
counties as provided for in the said 4th Section of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 18D1 

1. The distribution of the sums lodged to the credit of the Local 
Taxation (Ireland) Account from the Guarantee Fund (which sums shall 
constitute and be hereinafter referred to as the Labourers' Cottages Fund) 
to be applied, in pursuance of the above-mentioned Section, towards the 
cost of providing labourers’ cottages in counties, as defined by the Act, 
shall be suspended in the case of any county, excepting a Congested 
Districts county, until the sum lodged to the credit of such county, for 
the purpose aforesaid, shall have amounted to at least £250, and, in the 
case of a Congested Districts county, until the sum lodged shall have 
amounted to at least £100. 

2. The Labourers’ Cottages Fund shall he applied towards the cost 
of labourers’ cottages provided subsequently to the date of the creation 
of the Fund, and it shall be deemed to have been created in each county 
cin the date upon which the first payment shall have been made fro® 
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No. 9.] 


the Guarantee Fund to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account for the 
purposes of the part of the Labourers’ Cottages Fund applicable t-o such 
county. 

3. The sum accruing to a county shall not necessarily be distributed 
among all the unions wholly or partly situated in such county, but 
shall be divided among those within which cottages may be provided a3 
referred to in Regulation Ho. 2, and in the proportion which the number 
of such cottages so provided in each union bears to the total number of 
cottages so provided in the whole county. 

4. The second and each subsequent distribution of the Labourers’ 
Cottages Fund shall, likewise, be in proportion to the number of 
cottages provided since the creation of the Fund as hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

5. The Guardians of a union receiving any moneys out of the Labourers’ 
Cottages Fund shall distribute the same amongst the electoral divisions 
of the union situate in the county in respect of which such moneys are 
paid, in proportion to the liability of each division in respect of the 
cottages provided, but so that no cottages situate in any part of an 
electoral division outside the county in respect of which such moneys 
are paid shall be taken into account. And so also that none of such 
moneys shall be applied for the benefit of any part of an electoral 
division situate outside the said county. 

6. For the purpose of these Regulations, cottages shall be deemed 
to have been “ provided ” when they are certified to be ready for 
occupation. 

7. Subject to the foregoing Regulations, the Labourers’ Cottages 
Fund shall be primarily applied towards the payment of any instalment 
or instalments due on account of, or towards the payment or reduction 
of any balance remaining due on foot of, loans contracted in respect of 
such cottages as aforesaid, in the order of priority of such loans, provided 
that the Local Government Board may, before or instead of so doing, 
apply any part of the fund in discharge of any debts of the union in 
respect of such cottages. 

8. Should the sum standing to the credit of any county have reached 
the amount mentioned in Regulation No. 1, and no cottages have been 
provided within any union wholly or partly situated within such 
comity such sum shall continue to accumulate in the Local Taxation 
(Ireland) Account until We shall otherwise direct. 

9. The Local Government Board, on receipt of a return from Us of 
the sums available for a distribution in each county, shall, having due 
regard to Regulation No. 1, furnish to Us, as soon ns may be practicable 
a Schedule showing the amounts to which unions in Buch county are 
severally entitled. 

10. The sums payable to such unions, respectively, as shown by the 
Schedule so furnished to Us by the Local Government Board, shall be 
paid out of the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account in the Bank of 
Ireland, by orders made by Us on the Governor and Company of that 
bank, to the Commissioners of Public Works or to the Boards of 
Guardians of such unions (as the case may be), excepting in the case of 
any union, in which an [inspector of the Local Government Board may 
have been invested with the powers of the Board of Guardians (the

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Sanitary Authority), under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891. Where an 
inspector shall have been so invested, as aforesaid, the amount shall be 
paid to the Treasurer of the union to be plaoed by him to the credit of 
an account to be called the Labourers’ Acts Account, and to be issued 
on cheques signed by the inspector and countersigned by the Clerk of 
the union. 

11. FTothing'in these Regulations contained shall limit, or in any way 
affect, our right., on any representation made to Us by the Local 
Government Board for Ireland that the whole or any part of the 
Labourers’ Cottages Fund cannot with advantage be applied towards 
the cost of providing labourers’ cottages, to order the same to be 
applied as if it were part of the share of a county in the Irish Probate 
Duty Grant. 

12. In the construction of these Regulations the word county 
includes a Congested Districts county. 

13. ' These Regulations shall continue in force until amended, altered, 
or revoked by any subsequent Regulation which may be made by L T s.

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No. 12. — Order in Council amending the Order of 4th of 
June, 1877, relative to the Remuneration of Union 
Officials for Duties under the Juries Acts. 

ORDER IN COUNCIL. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland. 

Cadogan. 

Whereas, under and hy virtue of the provisions contained in- the 9th 
Section of the J uries Procedure (Ireland) Act, 187 6 , the Lord Lieutenant, 
hy and with the advice and consent of the Privy Council of Ireland, 
may from time to time make Orders, and when made may revoke, alter, 
or amend the same, and may make new Orders instead of any Orders 
revoked, fixing a scale or scales according to which the expenses of 
printing and the remuneration of Clerks and Rate Collectors of Poor 
Law Unions in carrying into execution the several purposes of the 
Juries (Ireland) Acts, and thereby made payable, shall be calculated, 
and thereupon such expenses and remuneration shall in each case be 
calculated according to the scale or scales fixed by such Order, and for 
the time being in force, and not otherwise : 

And whereas by the said section it was further enacted that, except as 
specially provided with respect to Collectors of Poor Rates in the 
county of the city of Dublin, all the provisions of the Juries (Ireland) 
Acts with respect to the payment of remuneration to the Clerks of Poor 
Law Unions us compensation for the duty by the said Acts imposed 
upon them, should be thereby amended so as to extend to and include 
Rate Collectors of Poor Law Unions, and that such Rate Collectors 
should be paid accordingly : 

And whereas by an Order, dated the 4th day of June, 1877, a scale 
was duly fixed according to which the expenses of printing and the re- 
muneration of Clerks and Rate Collectors of Pool* Law Unions (other 
than the Collectors of Rates in the city of Dublin) should be calculated:- 

And whereas it is now deemed expedient to amend the said Order 
so far as it relates to the remuneration of Clerks of Poor Law 
Unions : 

Now, therefore, We, George Henry, Earl Cadogan, Lord Lieutenant- 
General and General Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Privy Council of' Ireland, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred upon Us by the 9th Section off the Juries Procedure (Ireland) 
Act, 1876, and of all other powers Us thereunto enabling, do hereby 
revoke so much of the said Order of the 4th day of June, 1877, as pre- 
scribes the remuneration payable to Clerks- of Poor Law Unions for the 
discharge of duties under the Acts mentioned,, and direct that the 
following, scale shall be - and is hereby fixed as the scale according to 
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which the remuneration of Clerks of Poor Law Unions in carrying into 
execution, the Juries (Ireland) Acts shall ho calculated : — 

£10 per annum to each Clerk for any number of names up to one 
hundred, and 9 d. for every additional name, provided that in no 
case shall the payment to the Clerk of any ono Union exceed 
£125 per annum, excepting in any Union where the number of 
names shall exceed 12,000, in which case the payment shall be 
£200 per annum. The payment is to bo calculated upon the 
number of names of all men appearing within the Union to be 
qualified to Eerve as jurors, including those exempted from, 
serving. 

And We do hereby order and direct that this Our Order shall take 
effect and be in force from and immediately after the date of its publica- 
tion in the Dublin Gazette.

APPENDIX B. 

Medical Charities Act and Vaccination Acts. 

Circular. 

Committees of Management of Dispensary Districts. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
2Gth March, 1896. 

Sir, 

The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to call your at- 
tention to the circular of the Poor Law CommissionovB dated tho 21st 
of March, 1862, relating to the annual appointment of dispensary com- 
mittees and wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars 
appended thereto, and they request that you will take the necessary steps, 
as pointed out in the circular referred to, to place bofore the Board of 
Guardians, after the annual election of guardians, a correct list of the 
members of the Board entitled under section 1 of the Medical Charities 
Act (14 ancl 15 Vic., Cap. 68) to be members of the respective dis- 
pensary committees in the union. The Guardians should then, in each 
case in which it may be necessary to do so, elect a sufficient number of 
ratepayers possessing the qualifications prescribed by the section men- 
tioned, so that the number of members of each committee shall amount 
to the number authorised by sealed Order. 

This ought to be done by resolution and recorded on tho minutes. 
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If it should appear from the Returning Officer’s return of the election 
that there are any vacancies in the office of guardian, the Board of 
Guardians should elect only such a number of qualified ratepayers to 
serve on the dispensary committees as would be necessary if the 
number of guardians were complete, so that the persons who may be 
returned to supply the vacancies may become members of the respective 
committees upon which they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

As soon as the committee shall have been completed for any dis- 
pensary district, you should give notice to each member thereof of the 
day upon which the election of chairman and vice-chairman and other 
honorary officers for the year will take place in accordance with 
articles 6 and 7 of the Dispensary Regulations of 3rd November, 1885. 

The Board enclose three copies of a form for a return of officers of 
the several dispensary committees in the union to enable you to make 
the return in duplicate to this office and to retain a copy for the use of 
the Board of Guardians, and they request that you will procure the 
necessary information with the least possible delay, and then forward 
the return to this office.

No. 1. — Creation of Stock by the Killiney and Ballybrack 
Urban Sanitary Authority : Consent Order.

exercise such power by the creation of Stock to he created, issued, 
transferred, dealt with, and redeemed in such manner, and in accor- 
dance with such Regulations, as the Local Government Board for 
Ireland may from time to time prescribe : 

And Whereas by an Order dated the 20th day of February, 1892, 
which was duly made under the provisions of the said Section, and was 
confirmed by an Order made by the Lord Lieutenant by and with the 
advice of the Privy Council on the 24th day of May, 1892, We, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, prescribed Regulations (herein- 
after referred to as “ the Regulations”) in regard to the creation, issue, 
transfer, and redemption of, and other dealings with, any Stock which 
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any Urban Sanitary Authority (having adopted Part V. of the said Act) 
might create with Our consent under the Regulations in oxerciso of 
any statutory borrowing power as defined in Artiolo 1 of the Regula- 
tions : 

And Whereas the Commissioners of the Township of ICilliney and 
Ballybrack, in the County of Dublin, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority (hereinafter referred to as “the Urban Authority”) of the 
Urban Sanitary District consisting of the said Township, have adopted 
Part V. of the said Act, and having certain borrowing powers 
hereinafter referred to, have made application to Us for Our consent to 
the exercise of such powers by the creation and issue of Stock : 

Anx> Whereas the borrowing powers hereinbefore referred to are 
the statutory borrowing powers (as defined in Article 1 of the Regula- 
tions) of the Urban Authority in respect of the sevoral sums specified 
in Columns 3 and i of the Schedule to this Order ; and in respect of 
the expenses incurred in and about the creation and issue of Stock 
under this Order :

Now, Therefore, iu pursuance of the powers given to Us in that 
behalf, We do hereby Consent, Prescribe, Approve, and Order as 
follows ; namely, — 

Article I. — Expressions in this Order shall have tlio same meaning 
as the like expressions have iu the Regulations. 

Article II. — We consent to the exercise by the Urban Authority 
of the statutory borrowing powers of such Authority in respect of the 
several sums specified iu the said Schedule to this Order by the 
creation and. issue of Stock under the Regulations, including the 
creation and issue of Stock for the purpose of purchasing, paying off, 
or redeeming any mortgage, bond, debenture, stock, anuuity, vcntcharge, 
or other security granted or created by the Urban Authority under 
any such statutory borrowing power, and to tlie creation and issue of 
so much Stock as will be sufficient to raise such a sum as may bo 
required for payment of the reasonable expenses incurred in and about 
the creation and issue of Stock under this Order. 

Article III. — The period after the expiration of which the Stock 
shall he redeemable at par, at the option of the Urban Authority, 
shall be Twenty years from the creation of the Stock ; and the period 
within which the whole of the Stock shall he redeemed or purchased 
and extinguished shall he Efty years from the creation of the Stock. 

Article IV. — We approve of the following Scheme for the consolida- 
tion for the purpose of repayment of the several loans referred to in 
the said Schedule, that is to say, — 

The loans referred to in the said Schedule shall he consolidated, 
and shall be discharged within the period specified in Column 5 
of the. said Schedule.

sewered, and made good to the satiafaction of the Sanitary Authority 
within the time aforesaid, the Sanitary Authority would execute the 
6aid works which wore avoided in certain plans, sections, and an 
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estimate therein mentioned, and would recover in a summary man- 
ner the expenses from the owners in default according to the frontage 
of their respective premises in proportions to be settled by the Sur- 
veyor of the Sanitary Authority :

No. 1. — Merchant Shipping Act, 1894 

Local Government Boai'd, Dublin, 
9tli April, 1895. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to forward, 
herewith, for the information of the Sanitary Authority, extracts from 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1891 (57 and 58 Vic., oh. 60), on the 
following subjects : — • 

(I.) Bye-laws relating to Seamen’s Lodging-houses, and 
(II.) Exemption of Lighthouses, dsc., from Rates. 

The undermentioned Acts are repealed by the Act named : — 

17 and 18 Vic., ch. 101, 

16 and 47 Vic., ch. 41.

Extracts from the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 57 and 58 Yio,, • 
chap. 60 : — 

Pboteotion of Seamen from Imposition. 

2U, — (1.) A. local authority hereinafter mentioned whose district includes 
a seaport may, with the approval of the Board of Trade, make bye-laws relating 
to seamen's lodging houses in their district, and those bye-laws shall be binding 
upon all persons keeping houses in which seamen are lodged and upon the 
owners thereof and persons employed therein. 

(2.) The bye-laws shall amongst other things provide for the licensing, 
inspection, and sanitary conditions of seamen’s lodging houses, for the publica- 
tion of the fact of a house being licensed, for the due execution of the bye-laws, 
for preventing the obstruction of persons engaged in securing that execution, 
for the preventing of persons not duly licensed holding themselves out as keeping 
or purporting to keep licensed houses, and for the exclusion from licensed 
houses of persons of improper character, and shall imposo sufficient fines not 
exceeding fifty pounds for the breach of any bye-law. 

(3.) The bye-laws shall' come into force from a dpfe therein named, and 
shall be published in the London Gazette and in one newspaper at the least 
circulating in the district, and designated by the Board of Trade. 

(4.) If the local authority do not within a time in each case named by the 
Board of Trade make, revoke, or alter, any bye-laws under tbis section, the 
Board of Trade may do so. 

(.5.) Whenever Her Majesty in Council orders that in nny district or any 
part thereof none but persons duly licensed in pursuance of bye-laws under this 
section shall keep seamen’s lodging houses or lot lodgings to seamen from a 
date therein named, a person .acting in contravention of that order shall for each 
offence be liable to a fine not exceeding £100. 

(6.) A. local authority may defray nil expenses incurred in the execution of 
tbis section out of any funds at their disposal as sanitary authority, and fines 
recovered for a contravention of this section or of any bye- law under this section 
shall be paid to such authority and added to those funds. 

(7.) In this section the expression 11 local authority ” mentis .... 
in Ireland the local authority under the Public Health (Ireland) Act, i 878, and 
the expression ** district ” means the area under the authority of such local 
authority. 

215. If a person demands or receives from a seaman or apprentice to 
the sea service payment in respect of his board or lodging in tlio bouse of 
that person for a longer period than the seaman or apprentice has actually 
resided or boarded therein, that person shall for each offence lie liable to a fine ' 
not exceeding ton pounds. 

216. — (1.) If a person receives or takes into his possession or under his 
control any money or effects of a seaman or apprentice to the sea service, and 
does not r-eturn the same or pay the value thereof, when required by the seaman 
or apprentice, subject to such deduction as may lie justly due to him from the 
seaman or apprentice in respect of board or lodging, or otherwise, or absconds 
therewith, he shall for each offence bo liable to a fine not exceeding ten 
pounds. 

(2.) A court of summary jurisdiction may, besides inflicting a fino, by sum- 
mary order direct the amount of the money, or the value of the effects, subject 
to such deduction as aforesaid (if arty), or the effects themselves, to bo forthwith 
paid or delivered to the seaman or apprentice. 

217. If within twenty-four hours after the arrival of a ship at a port in the 
United Kingdom, a person then being on board the ship solicits a seaman to 
become a lodger at the house of a person letting lodgings for hire, or takes out 
of the ship any effects of a seaman, except under the personal direction of the 
seaman, and with the permission of the master, he shall for each offence be 
liable to a fino not exceeding five pounds, 
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Exemption from Bates and Harbour Dues. 

731. All lighthouses, buoys, beacons, and all light dues, and other rates, 
fee 3 , or payments accruing to or forming part of the Mercantile Marine Fund, 
and all premises or property belonging to or occupied by any of the general 
lighthouse authorities, or by the Hoard of Trade, which are used or applied for 
the purposes of any of the services for which those dues, rates, fees, and pay- 
ments are received, and all instruments or writings used by or under the direc- 
tion of nny of the general lighthouse authorities or of the Board of Trade in 
carrying on those services, shall be exempted from all public, parochial, and 
local taxes, duties, and rates of every kind.

I am directed by tho Local Government Board for Ireland to call the 
attention of Sanitary Authorities to the provisions of Section 87 of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, in regard to the registration of 
Common Lodging Houses. The Section referred to requires that every 
Sanitary Authority shall keep a Begister in which shall be entered the 
names and residences of tho keepers of all Common Lodging Houses 
within their district, the situation of every such house, and the number of 
lodgers authorised to be received therein, and further provides that such 
Begister shall at all reasonable times be open to the inspection of any 
ratepayer of the district. 

From a report recently received by the Board it appears that in many 
sanitary districts the requirements of the section in question are not 
complied with, and they have therefore to point out that the terms of 
the Section are mandatory and should be duly observed by the Sanitary 
Authority of each district, Urban and Rural. 

Other sections of the Act fallowing that above mentioned contain 
important provisions on the same subject, and the Board have to 
request that the Sanitary Authority of each district in which the law 
in. relation to the registration of Common Lodging Houses has not 
hitherto been 'fully carried out will now give the matter their immediate 
attention. 

Tho Board would invito’ special attention to tho imperative require- 
ments of Section A1 of tho Act in regard to the making of Bye-laws. 
Common Lodging Houses which are not under proper regulations and 
supervision are fertile sources of danger to the public health, especially 
through the facilities they afford for the spread of various forms of 
infectious disease. 

The Board trust that, in the interest of the public health and of 
morality, the Sanitary Authority will, if they have not already done so, 
take such steps as will ensure strict compliance with the important 
provisions of the Public Health Act to which the Board have drawn 
attention above,

With reference to their Circular letter of tho 14th August last, in 
which special attention was invited to the imperative requirements of 
Section 91 of the Public I-Iealth (Ireland) Act, 1878, in regard to the 
making of Bye-Laws with respect to common lodging-houses, I am directed 
by the Local Government Board for Ireland to send the enclosed form 
of Bye-laws for the guidance of Sanitary Authorities who have not 
already framed Bye-Laws for the purpose, or who may not consider the 
existing Bye Laws adequate, and would desire to adopt an amended 
code. It should be borne in mind that Bye-Laws made by a Sanitary 
Authority under the Public Health Act shall be under their common 
seal (Section 219), and cannot be confirmed by the Local Government 
Board until the requirements of Section 221 shall have been complied 
with. 

Appended to the Bye-Laws will be found a copy of sections 87 to 99, 
inclusive, of tile Public Health Act relating to common lodging-houses ; 
and the Sanitary Authority will observe that the important provisions 
of these sections, irrespective of Bye-Laws, have been in force in every 
Sanitary District since the passing of the Act.

3. A keeper of a common lodging-house shall not, except in such cases as are 
hereinafter specified, cause or suffer any person of the male sex above tbe ago 
of ten years to use or occupy any room which may be used or occupied as a 
sleeping apartment by persons of the female sex. 

Such keeper shall not, except in such cases ns are hereinafter specified, cause 
or suffer any person of the female sex to use or occupy any room which may 
be used or occupied as a sleeping apartment by persons of the male sex above 
the age of ten years : 

Provided that this bye-law shall not he taken to prohibit the use and occupa- 
tion by a husband and wife of any room which may not bo used or occupied by 
any other person of either sex above the age of ten years , or which may be used, 
in accordance with the provisions of tho bye-law in that behalf, as a sleeping ’ 
apartment for two or more married couples. 
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4. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause, every room therein 
which may be appointed for use and occupation as a sleeping apartment by two 
or more married couples to be so furnished or fitted that every bed, when in 
use and occupation, shall bo effectually screened from the view of any occupant 
of any other bed, by means of a partition of wood or other solid material, which 
shall be constructed and fixed or placed so as to allow adequate means of access

5. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause every yard, area, 
forecourt, or other open space within the curtilage of the premises to be main- 
tained at all times in good order, and to be thoroughly cleansed, from time to 
time, as often as may be reasonably necessary for the purpose of keeping such 
yard, area, forecourt, or other open space in a clean and wholesome condition. 

6. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause the floor of every 
room or passage, and every stair in such house to be thoroughly swept once at 
least in every day, before the hour of ten in the forenoon, and. to be thoroughly 
washed once at least in every week. 

7. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause every window, every 
fixture or fitting of wood, stone, or metal, and every painted surface in such 
house to be thoroughly cleansed, from time to time, as often as shall be requisite. 

y. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause all bedclothes and 
bedding, and every bedstead used in such house, to be thoroughly cleansed, 
from time to time, as often ns shall be requisite for the purpose of keeping such 
bedclothes, bedding, and bedstead in a clean and wholesome condition. 

9. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall, for the use of the lodgers 
received into such house, cause to be provided a sufficient number of basins or 
other receptacles for water, of adequate capacity and suitably placed, and a 
sufficient supply of water and a sufficient number of towels for use in connection 
with such basins or other receptacles. He shall cause such basins or receptacles 
to be kept clean and in good older, and the supply of towels to be renewed, 
from time to time, as often as may be requisite. 

. 10. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause all solid or liquid 

filth or refuse to be removed once at least in every day before the hour of ten 
in the forenoon from every room in such house, and shall once at least in every 
day cause every vessel, utensil, or other receptacle for such filth or refuse to bo 
thoroughly cleansed. 

11. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause the seat, floor, ami 
walls of every water-closet, earth- closet, or privy belonging to such house 
to be thoroughly cleansed, from time to time, as often as may be necessary 
for the purpose of keeping such seat, floor, and walls in a clean and wholesome 
condition. 

12. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause every paTfc of the 
structure of every waLcr-closet belonging to such house to be maintained at all 
times in good order, and every part of tme apparatus of such water-closet and 
every drain or means of drainage with which such water-closet may communi- 
cate, to be maintained at all times in good order and efficient action. 

13. Every keeper of a common lodging-house shall cause every carth-elosct 
or privy belonging to such house, and every receptacle for filth provided or used 
in or in connection with such earth-closet or privy, to be maintained at all 
times in good order and in a wholesome condition. 

He shall cause all such means or apparatus as may be provided or used in 
or in connection with such earth-closet or privy, and such receptacle for the 
frequent and effectual application of dry earth or other deodorizing substance 
to any filth deposited in such receptacle, to be maintained at all times in good 
order and efficient action. 

He shall cause a sufficient supply of such dry earth or other deodorizing 
substance to be, from time to time, provided for use in such earth-closet, privy, 
or receptacle for filth, and shall cause such dry earth or other deodorizing 
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substance to bo frequently and effectually applied to such filtli, or be shall

Such keeper shall not at any time wh'lo such lodger is suffering from 
such infectious disease, cause or allow any other person, except the wife 
or any other relative of such lodger, or except a person voluntarily in 
attendance on such lodger, to use or occupy the same room as such 
lodger. 

Where, in pursuance of the statutory provision in that behalf, tlio Sanitnry 
Authority may order the removal of such lodger to a hospital or other place for 
the reception of the sick, such keeper, on being informed of such order, shall 
forthwith take all such steps as may he requisite on his part to secure the safe 
and prompt removal of such lodger in compliance with the order of the 
Sanitary Authority, and shall, in and about such removal, adopt all such 
precautions as, in accordance with any instructions which he may receive from 
the Medical Officer of Health, may be most suitable for the circumstances of 
the case.

It will be observed that the enclosed extracts from the Act of last | 
year contain a clause providing that “ the expression Public Health S 
Act, 1875, where it occurs in sections 4 and 7 of the Act of 1891, shall j| 
be construed as meaning the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and |: 
the Acts amending the same.” The first mentioned section (4) was in- j 
eluded in the extracts from the Act Of 1891 forwarded with the Boards 
circular of the 6th of September, 1892, above referred to, but an i® - 
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portant clause of the last mentioned section (7), viz. Sub-clause 3, 
was omitted in consequence of its being then inoperative in Ireland 
owing to there being no provision in the Act of 1891 such as b now- 
supplied by the recent Act. A copy of the Sub-clause referred to is 
appended to the enclosed extracts. 

The duties imposed upon sanitary authorities by the above mentioned 
Acts demand their earnest attention, and the Board trust that they will 
give such directions from time to time as may be required to insure 
the complete fulfilment of the intentions of the legislature respecting 
the sanitary condition of the premises to which, the provisions of the 
Acts in that regard apply.

Sanitary Provisions and Safety . 

1 — (1.) A factory shall for the purpose of section three of the principal Overcrowding 
Act, and a workshop shall for the purpose of the law relating to public health,
